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Editorial: You Too Can Do What Atlanta Did 


DO you want a worthwhile graphic 
arts project for your community? One 
that will prove absorbing to work on, 
and that, when completed, will give 
much benefit? 

Then follow the example set by the 
group now known as Printing Industry 
of Atlanta. 

A few years ago, this group in Geor- 
gia became desirous of purchasing a 
building that would house the activi- 
ties of the association. So the members 
got busy, and by 1946 had raised a 
fund of $10,000. Soon after they found 
a 10-room, red-brick house that ap- 
peared suitable, but they needed more 
money to complete the purchase and 
to make desired alterations. So the 
group circulated a printed folder show- 
ing a tentative bronze tablet listing 
the names of 180 hoped-for givers. 
That the folder did the job can be 
attested to by the fact that 183 con- 
tributors came through with sufficient 
funds to complete the purchase and 
to pay for the alterations. 

The tablet illustrated in the folder 
is now an actual one. It is made of 
cast brenze, 48x36 inches, and is 
mounted over the mantel in the main 
meeting room. 

Having the building, and having suf- 


ficient space in it, the Printing Indus- 
try of Atlanta set out on another 
project. This was to set up in their 
home a graphic arts library of worth- 
while books and reference material. 

Again the group prepared a printed 
folder. This contained a tentative scroll 
of names of authors, designers, editors, 
and illustrators in the graphic arts 
field, printers and lovers of fine print- 
ing. From these, by means of the 
folder, the group expected gifts of 
books and pamphlets on printing or 
books showing the handiwork of qual- 
ity printers and outstanding illustra- 
tors. 

And again the folder worked. Bruce 
Rogers was the first to respond. He 
sent a copy of his book “Centaur 
Types.” Paul A. Bennett followed with 
a copy of his excellent “Books and 
Printing;” and then came Ralph Syd- 
ney Caslon, London typefounder, with 
a copy of the beautiful specimen book 
of Caslon types. Many well-known per- 
sons, among them J. Van Krimpen, 
T. M. Cleland, Beatrice Warde, Stan- 
ley Morison, Will Bradley, Charles 
Peignot, G. W. Ovink, Harry J. Owens, 
and Dr. R. Hunter Middleton, to men- 
tion a few, came through with books

Sells IDEAS 


HEN a prospective customer comes 

to Yogg & Co. of Newark, N. J., 
and asks for an estimate on a job, he 
may be surprised at the reception he 
gets, that is, if he is in the least familiar 
with the usual printer’s reaction to the 
approach of a possible customer. 


Instead of taking out notebook and 
pad, and referring to cost books at hand, 
Printer Howell J. Yogg starts asking 
some questions of his own. “What do 
you want this printing for? Have you 
got any samples of your printing or can 
you get them for me? What is the extent

of your business and how are you 
planning to improve it?” 

Interrogations such as these are 
meant to get immediately to the root 
of the customer’s problems. In most 
cases the prospect is impressed. He 
realizes at once that he is dealing with 
a business analyst, a printer who is 
not merely willing to accept an order 
and let it go at that, but who is anx- 
ious to turn out a product that will 
do the specific job that the customer 
wants. 


Looks for Ideas 


When Yogg examines specimens of 
the customer’s past printings he does 
not look them over with an eye to pro- 
duction details. On the contrary, he is 
trying to discover the ideas that they 
are trying to bring out; and it’s his 
job to improve them wherever and 
whenever he can. When feasible he 
brings out of his own files samples 
of work similar to those of the cus- 
tomer’s plan or works out a sketch or 
device to show how the idea can be 
improved. Never is he content to sit 
back and say: “Well, that will be 
$22.50 a thousand for a job exactly 
like your sample, but we can shave this 
off in big lots,” etc. 

“The success of my firm has been 
built on a repudiation of the old con- 
cept that the customer decides what 
he wants and that the printer only fig- 
ures the job,” declares Yogg. “Most 
businessmen have only a fixed idea of 
what they hope to accomplish by their 
investment. But so far as their actual 
printing goes, in most cases they are 
babes in the woods when it comes to 
actually setting down in type the best 
ways of going about it. This last func- 
tion is primarily the printer’s. And in 
order to accomplish this job, he must 
be an advertising and merchandising 
consultant as well as a production 


an. 
That this brand of business philos- 


ophy pays off is attested to by the 
steadily growing volume of the firm 
which fi. about 4,000 accounts stretch- 
ing from Alaska to Venezuela with the 
bulk of them, of course, in the imme- 
diate trading area. Yogg’s has built up 
a reputation for providing the three 
principal requirements asked of any 
printer: (1) cheaper price, (2) faster 
service, and (3) better design, pri- 
marily in getting over the customer’s 
idea effectively. All of these are inter- 
meshed to provide a job that more 
than meets the prevailing competition. 

These fulfillments were obtained, 
however, only after a thorough appren- 
ticeship in the hard school of experi- 
ence and after the customary heart- 
aches and brow-knitting that comes 
with building up a profitable printing 
business. It all dates back to some 30 
years ago when young Yogg turned 
out some dance programs for his high 
school prom committee. His fellow stu- 
dents liked his brand of artwork which 
encouraged the brash young senior to 
keep it up. Soon he was soliciting 
orders from entertainment committees, 
designing attractive programs, running 
over to New York for type and paper 
—and that’s how a printer was born. 

As his small print shop grew, the 
young proprietor was confronted with 
the same problem which faces printers 
everywhere. How can I spread out my 
work instead of having the presses 
idle Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday 
and working like blazes the rest of the 
week when a flood of rush orders 
comes in? Some solution in leveling 
out the working schedule was in order. 


Decides on Syndicated Items 


The young printer decided that 
some form of syndicated production 
would be the ideal answer to his prob- 
lem IF (and that was a big IF), he 
could find enough customers to make 
it worthwhile. Searching about for the 
proper industry to cater to, he was

conveniently aided by the Congress of 
the United States. Back in 1933, you 
may recall, Repeal shouted its glad 
tocsin throughout the length and 
breadth of the land. So the struggling 
printer realized that he had a new, 
ready-made customer list from which 
to work. 

The newly established and resur- 
rected supper clubs and _ cocktail 
lounges provided a fresh and eager 
market. They were receptive to all 
sorts of ideas in announcement sug- 
gestions, table cards, menus, wine list 
covers, drink lists. Here was a fastidi- 
ous type of customer who demanded 
eye-appeal as well as price and service. 
And young Yogg, brimming with ideas, 
was just the man to furnish them. 


Concentrates on Smali and 
Medium Firms 


Instead of heading toward the larg- 
est and most elaborate establishments 
which required artwork on a lavish 
scale and whose plate costs would be 
prohibitive for his own small means, 
Yogg wisely decided to concentrate on 
the smaller and middle-income houses. 

After he developed a successful form 
for one of his clients he would take it 
around to others, adapt it if need be 
and employ the basic idea thus not 
only suggesting a plan to the proprie- 
tor but affording economies in cost. 
By printing quantity lots at a time and 
keeping them on hand, the shop was 
able to turn out this syndicated mate- 
rial in its odd moments and utilize 
what would otherwise be wasted time. 

All of these jobs are designed for 
specific purposes. They represent care- 
ful planning as to size, shape, stock, 
design, color, typography and wording. 
A handful of these samples placed in 
front of a banquet or hotel manager, 
supper club or restaurant owner, starts 
him thinking immediately of the profit 
possibilities they suggest. They do 
their own selling. 


For example, Yogg approached res- 
taurant owners with a plan for increas- 
ing their family trade by presenting 
an attractive children’s menu. This job 
is die-cut and opens book fashion. The 
food courses are identified by animal 
sketches, giraffe, bear, zebra and so 
on. Not only did the piece dramatize 
that the family is welcome, that chil- 
dren will be properly cared for, but 
the colorful folder could be offered 
as a mailing piece since it has address 
space on the back. Orders came in so 
thick and fast that fresh shipments 
had to be prepared and stored away. 


New Style Tent Card 


As a more practical substitute for 
the ordinary type of tent card which 
flops down on slippery table tops, 
Yogg invented a_ folding-based tri- 
dimensional piece which he patented. 
This stands up more securely and 
looks attractive with its cut-out figure 
at the peak. So instead of looking over 
a mere cocktail list, the guest is, 
amused by such figures as a white- 
capped chef ringing a string of bells, 
a white-clad urchin skating with a 
peppermint stick, or a handlebar-mus- 
tached bartender wielding a shaker as 
he leans forward over his bar, backed 
by rows of old-fashioned bottles. Long 
drinks are glamorized by two droll 
giraffes, and the Chef’s Special pro- 
moted by a jovial high-bonneteer lad- 
ling out the soup against a background 
of pots and pans. 


Shows Sales Opportunities 


“My principal aim,” explains Yogg, 
“is to show the customer how he can 
develop every possible sales outlet in 
his establishment through the use of 
effective printed forms. This entails a 
thorough study of his business and 
what can be done to improve it. While 
printing is an integral fixed charge, 
nevertheless it must justify its expen-

diture by helping to sell something. 
And where it does not show an imme- 
diate reaction in the cash register, it 
may get the same effect by boosting 
prestige—which all helps in the long 
run.” 

An effective example of this proce- 
dure is shown in the preparation of a 
popular piece designed to develon the 
take-home market among restaurants 
and hotel coffee shops and dining 
rooms by clipping this printed sugges- 
tion to the menu or tent form. 

“By submitting these printed sam- 
ples and first showing them to a pros- 
pect, it makes it easy for them to say 
yes,” says Yogg. “They are impressed 
and are immediately confident that 
since we have done such a good job 
for others that we can do equally as 
well for them. Combine this approach 
with the economies in price afforded 
by printing in large lots well in ad- 
vance, pro-rating the cost, and your 
man shows little hesitation in giving 
his order.” 


lt Will Work in Other Fields 


Although Yogg’s output is now con- 
centrated largely in the hotel, restau- 
rant, bar and country club trade, the 
same basic presentation will work 
equally as well in other fields, he is 
quick to point out. Prepared printing 
forms and suggested ideas can be 
applied to office and bookkeeping 
forms, promotional pieces, even letter- 
heads. For instance, an enterprising 
printer could easily prepare quantities 
of letterheads in advance with simple 
wide bands of colors on top and bot- 
tom. This artistic arrangement could 
appeal to a customer who wants a dis- 
tinctive letterhead with his own word- 
ing filled in. 

In working out pieces for various 
types of business in his trading mar- 
ket, an alert printer could easily uti- 
lize the basic principle so that it could 
be applicable to a wider range of cus- 


tomers. Here again syndicated output 
and advancement of suggested ideas 
will help sell orders in quantity. 

Sometimes Yogg effects economies 
by diversifying production with other 
printers, interchanging forms and 
spread plates for the same industry 
customers so that both benefit by this 
pooling of effort. He has also turned 
out specialized jobs for others in the 
trade, affording them the usual cour- 
tesy discounts. 

Artwork is no problem at Yogg’s 
plant since it is done on a free-lance 
basis and purchased from artists who 
submit the best ideas. Mr. Yogg pre- 
fers custom-work only which shows 
strong individualization, and if he 
comes across a good idea he reserves 
the right to use it exclusively for his 
own purpose. 

The letterpress plant on the first 
floor of the building (with offices up- 
stairs), represents concentrated ma- 
chinery equipped for artistic produc- 
tion. There are nine men working 
there. An offset plant housed in an- 
other building, and in which Yogg 
has a partial interest, turns out some 
of Yogg’s work. In addition, two near- 
by warehouses store much of the paper 
stock and the completed syndicated 
forms. 


Specialization and Imagination 
are Chief Ingredients 


Summing it all up, Yogg says the 
two chief ingredients needed in his 
merchandising formula are specula- 
lation and imagination. “A printer has 
to take a chance in working out ideas 
that will find a ready market, and 
preparing ready-print forms that will 
sell, but even this element of risk can 
be cut down considerably: if he will 
analyze his customer’s requirements 
and try to meet his problems. And he 
mustn’t be afraid to throw out the 
duds if his calculations go awry and 
start out fresh with something better.” 
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HROUGHOUT the printing industry, particularly 

in that part devoted to general commercial work, the 
term makeready is loosely used. Sometimes it is applied 
only to operations and adjustments leading to correct 
impression, sometimes it covers this plus register and posi- 
tion as well, and sometimes it defines the entire set-up 
process from the end of one press run to the beginning 
of the next. 

From an engineering and economic point of view this 
last, more comprehensive meaning not only is better but 
is more consistent with usage in other fields of manufac- 
turing, where the term set-wp-applies to the entire cycle 
during which the tool is in preparation and not operating 
under power. Throughout this analysis, therefore, the

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term makeready is synonymous with 
set-up, and is construed to cover all 
phases of press preparation, from the 
time a press is stopped until running 
on the next form is commenced. 

Each complete makeready cycle 
consists of a large number of elemental 
operations which may vary greatly 
from one job to another, from one 
form to another, and, indeed, from 
one plant to another doing similar 
work. All of these many and variable 
elements, however, may be related to 
one of four major makeready com- 
ponents: 

1. Operations concerning the han- 
dling of paper. 

2. Operations concerning the form 
and its position. 

3. Operations concerning color and 
the inking system of the press. 
4. Operations concerning 

sion. 
The following analysis will give sep- 
arate consideration to each of these. 


impres- 


The Handling of Paper 


At first glance this portion of the 
makeready cycle would seem to offer 
but limited opportunity for engineer- 
ing analysis, for the tasks here are 
essentially those of removing from the 
delivery paper which has been printed 
and loading into the feeder paper yet 
to be processed. It is true that this 
part of makeready is not particularly 
complex, but it is also true that here 
traditional practices have led to losses 
which are widely accepted without 
question or even awareness by many 
printing managers. 

Ever since the invention of auto- 
matic feeders the letterpress industry 
has been committed to crew sizes 
which have been determined by col- 
lective bargaining and by tradition, 
rather than by real need. Cylinder

presses above a minimum size must 
have both a feeder and a pressman, 
largely because those were the require- 
ments when such machines were fed 
by hand. It is not unreasonable to sup- 
pose that engineering analysis, con- 
ducted objectively and not for the pur- 
pose of “sweating” pressroom work- 
ers, would reveal substantial potential 
economies in this area. 

Unfortunately, to say that this is so 
is to accomplish but little in the di- 
rection of a solution. Rules on crew 
sizes have become so deeply intrenched 
in our industry as to be virtual dogma, 
and an attempt to reduce labor require- 
ments in any such way would meet 
with powerful opposition from indi- 
vidual workers and unions alike. Any 
program so directed would be costly 
and protracted and would require a 
high order of statesmanship from both 
management and labor. 

To many, the cost and difficulty of 
such an effort, and its threat to worker 
security, would at once negate the ven- 
ture. This is an understandable and, 
perhaps, a correct point of view; the 
net economy might indeed prove nega- 
tive. There are, however, long-range 
forces at work which should not be 
disregarded. We are met here, I take 
it, to seek economies in press make- 
ready and at least a part of our moti- 
vation derives from the impact of com- 
petition. If this competition is to be 
met, if the funds invested in letterpress 
equipment are to earn a return, then 
wasted labor is a luxury to employers 
and employees alike. Any flight of 
printing to a competing method—and 
it seems clearly evident that such a 
flight is in being—spells loss of earn- 
ings to the manager and loss of em- 
ployment to the worker. These forces 
of competition operate slowly but their 
cumulative effect is profound. The 
plant and the worker who cling to an 
outmoded and costly method inevitably 
pay for their stagnation. 

To attempt a solution to this prob- 
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lem by edict would be quite fruitless, 
and it would be equally fruitless to 
proceed by blaming labor for what has 
occurred. What is required is an ob- 
jective joint approach, guaranteeing 
the security of existing workers and 
committed to the understanding that 
attainment of the ultimate goal would 
require much time and, as has been 
said, a maximum of statesmanship. 
The goal, however, seems worthy of 
the effort and a program directed to- 
ward the determination and attainment 
of optimum crew sizes on letterpress 
equipment is therefore recommended. 


Position and Register 


To a dominant extent the attain- 
ment of position and register in most 
commercial printing plants still is ac- 
complished in the shop. It is common 
practice to supply proofs and layouts 
indicating what is wanted and these 
do originate in the office or planning 
department, but the execution of these 
prepared plans usually is left in the 
hands of stone and pressmen. During 
lock-up the stoneman makes many 
calculations and does much pondering 
in arriving at an approximation of 
correct position. Then the pressman 
in essence repeats the process when 
the form reaches his machine, now 
assisted by the earnest endeavors of 
the foreman, who must assume re- 
sponsibility for the end result. From 
extensive observations there can be 
no doubt that delays and losses during 
this part of the makeready cycle are 
large, just as large, perhaps, as those 
accruing from adjustment of impres- 
sion. It is, in fact, curious that so much 
attention has been directed toward 
spot-up problems and so little to this 
equally serious source of loss. 

That these wasteful methods of at- 
taining position in the shop dramat- 
ically can be improved has been estab- 
lished. For those who print from forms 
locked in chases improvements are 


possible in chase design and in sim- 
plified planning practices; for those 
who print from plates on patent bases 
both planning and better methods of 
verifying position can be had. 


Chase Design 


Conventional chases used through- 
out the commercial printing industry 
are steel frames with removable cen- 
ter bars. They are generally light in 
design and are structurally inadequate 
to withstand the force of the quoins 
without yielding so much that their 
interior edges cease to be lines of ref- 
erence and become mere approxima- 
tions. As a consequence of this funda- 
mental deficiency, the position of ele- 
ments in the chase is more or less in- 
determinate from the very beginning 
of the makeready process. 

This can be overcome by the design 
and fabrication of chases which are 
far more rigid and far more satisfac- 
tory than those in regular use. Such 
chases are necessarily more massive 
than the conventional kind but there 
is little disadvantage here. Encroach- 
ment upon bed area and consequent 
diminution of available printing sur- 
face is much less than might be sup- 
posed; there is space between ink 
plate and slow-down point and at the 
clamps for sufficiently heavy long bars, 
and those parallel to the bearers need 
not be so thick as to diminish printing 
area too seriously. In the larger sizes 
fixed center bars are desirable but not 
essential for the degree of stiffness re- 
quired. It must be borne in mind that 
a small proportion of total forms 
printed tax bed capacity to the limit. 
These can, if need be, impose directly 
upon the bed of the press, and the 
greater cost of doing this will be much 
more than saved by the more efficient 
method. 


If known lines of reference in the 
form of rigid chase edges are estab- 
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lished, it then becomes necessary to 
consider the system of dimensions that 
will be used in the planning of imposi- 
tion and press position. Here a radical 
yet simple change can yield astonish- 
ingly fruitful results. 

Throughout the entire printing in- 
dustry all typographic elements are in 
the point system, while engravings, 
other photographic elements, the stock 
to be printed, and the size of the fin- 
ished job are expressed in inch dimen- 
sions. Not only are picas, points, and 
inches arithmetically incompatible but 
they are singularly so, because conven- 
tional inch fractions are sixteenths, 
eighths, and quarters, and these sim- 
ply don’t go with picas and points at 
all. The answer to this difficulty—and 
it is a very good answer—is to utilize 
pica dimensions throughout the entire 
composition, imposition, and _press- 
work phases; to buy photoengravings 
and electrotypes in picas, to specify 
type pages, trim sizes, and margins in 
picas, and to consider paper sizes in 
these same dimensional units. The 
word consider has been italicized to 
emphasize that this transition does not 
entangle the printer and his customer 
or the printer and the paper merchant 
in a snarl of unfamiliar dimensions. 
The job can still be 84x11 inches to 
the customer but it can be 51x66 picas 
to the printer for planning purposes. 
Stock can still be 25x38 inches to the 
mill but 150x288 picas for planning 
calculations. The dimensional change 
proposed and strongly recommended 
is thus an internal affair. 

The most serious obstacle to this 
proposal is printers themselves. Pica 
dimensions are unfamiliar to them too; 
they cannot quickly visualize a 51x66 
pica job and a sheet of paper 150x288 
picas means nothing at all. It is fur- 
thermore inconceivable that a mere 
change in dimensional units could im- 
prove the manipulation of numbers to 
a degree sufficient to overcome the 
strangeness of a new system. Yet this 


is so, for a change to pica dimension- 
ing yields simplified page make-up, 
practicable imposition planning, even 
margins, imposition without the end- 
less splitting of furniture into leads 
and points, and a press position tech- 
nique that eradicates many of the de- 
lays and decisions that are so time- 
consuming and costly. It is necessary 
only to engage in a few planning cal- 
culations in inches and then in picas 
to realize the clear superiority of the 
right dimensional units. 


Planning 


The planning of imposition is prac- 
ticable, economical, and desirable for 
forms imposed in chases and for patent 
base forms as well. Such planning con- 
sists of telling the stoneman where 
each element goes in the chase or on 
the patent base and, when necessary, 
specifying the distance to the gripper 
and side guide edges of the paper for 
the pressman. 

Again, managements’ reaction to 
such a proposal is usually negative; it 
is at once assumed that the planning 
effort required is so great as to result 
in a net loss. This point of view is, 
perhaps, understandable, but it fails 
utterly to take account of the fact that 
these same planning decisions are be- 
ing made anyway, in the shop by the 
stoneman, the pressman, and the fore- 
man. 

Observe the best of stonemen during 
lock-up; part of the time pages or 
plates are being laid, furniture pro- 
cured, the chase manipulated, and 
physical part of the job accomplished. 
But much of the time is spent in 
measuring and still more in pondering 
what the measurements ought to be. 
Follow a pressman in the same way 
and see him look long and earnestly 
at the first sheet pulled, and then trace 
the position problem through his sub- 
sequent movements and those of his 
foreman or the line-up man. Some of 
the time they will be doing appro- 
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priate things to further the makeready, 
but much of the time will be con- 
sumed while they decide what to do. 
And these selfsame decisions will be 
characterized by indecision, while an 
expensive machine stands waiting. The 
determination of correct press position 
is a planning function and can best 
be done in a planning department. 


Press Position 


When supplied with the information 
as to where each element in the form 
should go, the stoneman is in a posi- 
tion to proceed with lock-up quickly 
and accurately. In the same way the 
form or the plates can be put on press 
without the confusion and delay re- 
quired for decision making. If the 
form is a simple or a repetitive one, 
as in book work, this is all the posi- 
tioning that is required; the first sheet 
pulled is ready to print, insofar as the 
position is concerned. In one plant, 
where experience has brought confi- 
dence in the method, there is no posi- 
tion OK whatever on such work. 

If the forms are complex, as they 
are in most cases, the specification of 
distances to gripper and side guide 
edges can be accompanied by pulling 
the first sheet on cross-section paper 
appropriately graduated in picas. It is 
then necessary only to compare the 
specified and existing coordinates of 
each element to verify position. In all 
of those many cases where the printing 
outline is irregular, where position is 
ill-defined, or where a color that is not 
controlling must be printed first, the 
pressman, foreman, and line-up man 
are relieved of the need for consulting 
the salesman or the press planner. The 
information is there; it is only neces- 
sary to follow it. 

In making these proposals it is de- 
sirable once more to point out that the 
chief obstacles are not technical but 
human. Commercial printing is to some 
extent at least hampered by lack of an 
inquiring spirit on the part of its man- 


agers, who seem unaware of the value 
of experimentation. This attitude may 
be due in part to the fact that accom- 
plishments of the kind here described 
encounter their greatest difficulties at 
the operating level. It is not easy to 
convince production personnel that 
rigid chases are valuable, that pica 
dimensions will be easy once they are 
familiar, that planned imposition may 
be followed with confidence, and that 
coordinates are a better way of verify- 
ing position than a folded sheet. Pa- 
tience, persistence, and, above all, shop 
participation are essential to success. 


Color and Inking 


Most of the troubles of attaining 
and maintaining correct color are not 
related to method or to mechanical 
problems of equipment design or op- 
eration. Color adjustments are difficult 
because they now depend upon the 
discrimination and judgment of those 
concerned. From an engineering point 
of view, it therefore would seem desir- 
able to pursue efforts toward the accu- 
rate measurement of color in order that 
the element of judgment could be re- 
moved or at least diminished. 

The precise measurement of color, 
as I understand it, now is possible by 
means of the spectrophotometer, but 
this instrument is not practicable for 
use in the pressroom or by ordinary 
pressroom personnel. There are, how- 
ever, some steps which may be taken. 

In one large plant the combination 
of a commercial photo-cell device and 
quality control charts has been put to 
effective use. During makeready the 
agreed upon color standard is meas- 
ured and the press inked to conformity 
with the measured standard. Through- 
out the press run, random samples are 
measured in like manner and plotted 
upon a control chart upon which upper 
and lower control limits have been 
established. As long as the samples re- 
main within the control limits no ac- 
tion need be taken, but the moment a 
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sample goes outside the light or dark 
limits, adjustment is made to restore 
the proper shade. In this same plant 
research is currently in progress for 
further exploration of the same prob- 
lem and in another plant a compar- 
able investigation is in prospect for 
the control of black rather than the 
full-color range. 

These efforts are more closely re- 
lated to running than to makeready 
but they are important in both areas. 


Impression 


Despite the fact that there has been 
a great deal of research upon this part 
of the makeready cycle, most commer- 
cial printers still rely upon traditional 
methods for attaining good, even im- 
pression. Engravings are underlaid, 
interlaid, or overlaid to bring them to 
correct basic height and the contour 
of the cylinder is modified by the fa- 
miliar spot-up sheet hung in the pack- 
ing to register over the form. There 
are variations in this procedure, to be 
sure, but it remains the dominant 
method. 

Research toward the reduction or 
elimination of this tedious and expen- 
sive need seems to have followed two 
quite opposed ideas. Proponents of the 
“unit stress theory,” if I may call it 
that, have sought to modify height to 
paper and packing in such a way as 


to maintain a constant force per unit” 


of printing area under the cylinder. 
Such a point of view is exemplified by 
the well known McKee process, by the 
work done at the Waverly Press, in 
which I was a participant, and by the 
outstanding achievements of Victor 
Letouzey of France. Letouzey’s work, 
in particular, has been characterized 
by an analytical and scientific ap- 
proach of great merit. 

Opposed to this, if I understand cor- 
rectly, are the views of those who 
would seek a degree of precision in 
the press, in the packing, and in the 
form that would obviate the need for 


variable height to paper or modifica- 
tion of the packing. I am not well 
enough acquainted with the theory of 
this approach to know, but presume 
that it is based upon an assumption 
of tangential contact, or something ap- 
proaching this, between cvlinder and 
form. Lex Claybourn, I believe, is the 
principal proponent of this approach 
to the elimination of spot-up. 

A third concept, which could be re- 
lated to either of the foregoing theo- 
ries, is that of pre-makeready, whereby 
correct dimensions and control are 
sought before the form goes to press, 
rather than on the press itself. Econ- 
omy here, of course, derives from 
greater facility in dimensional adjust- 
ment off the press and in avoidance 
of delays to expensive capital equip- 
ment. 

All of these efforts to speed make- 
ready are desirable and, no doubt, in- 
tensification of them would yield 
worthwhile returns to the industry. 
But all of these appreaches are largely 
empirical; the research that has been 
done has been Edisonian rather than 
fundamental; the researchers have 
sought to find what would work in a 
practical way, rather than to discover 
the underlying physics and mechanics 
of the complex press-form-ink-paper- 
packing-cylinder system. 

That this system is complex has been 
pointed out by Letouzey and by others, 
and the fact that the industry has been 
plagued by the problem for five hun- 
dred years is in itself sufficient evi- 
dence that this is so. Both homogene- 
ous and non-homogeneous materials 
are used; the precision of bed and cyl- 
inder and of bearings and driving 
mechanisms are involved; the elastic- 
ity, plasticity, and uniformity of the 
packing must be considered; the ink 
film itself is a factor; the characteris- 
tics of the form must be investigated 
dimensionally and dynamically; and 
the paper to be printed also becomes 
a part of the whole interdependent 
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system, the elements of which must be 
contrived to yield the desired end 
result. 

The fact that good printing has 
been done for centuries despite the 
complexities of the press and its com- 
ponents is perhaps remarkable, but it 
is not extraordinary. Steam engines 
operated for many years before there 
was a science of thermodynamics, and 
spinning and weaving were done for 
centuries before textile research 
wrought the miracles with which we 
are now familiar. Metal is being cut 
today in a thousand machine shops 
with but incomplete understanding of 
what occurs at the edge of the cutting 
tool, and there are many other fields 
in which technology has preceded sci- 
ence, just as it has in printing. In all 
such cases, however, the acceleration 
of progress has depended upon the 
mergence and growth of science in 
the field of the technology. And this 
could well be so in letterpress printing. 

In large organizations the value of 
fundamental research is recognized 
and supported, even though the pros- 
pect of gain is remote rather than im- 
mediate. In the commercial printing 
industry there are no single concerns 
sufficiently large to support such re- 
search but that does not preclude the 
possibility of a common attack fos- 
tered by a group like this. That is the 
proposal here: that scientific research 
be undertaken in an appropriate uni- 
versity or institute; that such research 
be directed toward discovery of the 
fundamentals of the impression prob- 
lem, to the exclusion of the empirical 
approach which has been fruitful but 
inconclusive in the past. It should be 
understood that an investigation of 
this kind could make no guarantee of 
immediate return or of final success, 
but the probability of success would 
certainly warrant the modest invest- 
ment required. Empirical investiga- 
tions, directed toward immediate, prac- 
tical results, could be continued by 


individual plants and machinery man- 
ufacturers as heretofore. 


Operation Analysis 


As a desirable preliminary to the 
launching of research on letterpress 
impression, an operation analysis of 
the entire makeready cycle might well 
be undertaken. Such an analysis could 
have a dual objective: as a methods 
study of makeready as it is carried on 
in the industry, and as an analysis di- 
rected toward defining the most fruit- 
ful areas for fundamental investiga- 
tion. The first of these objectives would 
be quite likely to yield quick, prac- 
tical benefits, because the makeready 
cycle is long and varied and because 
operation analysis almost always un- 
covers realizable savings under such 
circumstances. The second objective, 
devoted to plotting the course for fu- 
ture scientific investigation, would have 
much greater long-range importance. 
The fundamental research might well 
be partly paid for by the gains result- 
ing from the methods study. 


Summary 


This analysis of makeready has de- 
fined the term as covering the entire 
set-up operation from completion of 
one form to the beginning of running 
on the next, and has considered four 
component operations as comprising 
the complete cycle. 

With respect to that component in- 
volving the handling of paper it is 
argued that the industry and its em- 
ployees cannot afford the luxury of 
excess manpower in press crews under 
the forces of competition now present. 
It is proposed that manpower needs 
for letterpress makeready and running 
be studied objectively, with maximum 
attention devoted to the protection and 
position of labor and due regard for 
the passage of time in the attainment 
of a solution. This problem is exceed- 
ingly difficult but if it is not solved

Have you an employee-benefit plan? If not, suggestions in 
this article may prove helpful in arriving at a decision. 


HE establishment of employee-benefit plans through 

collective-bargaining is a comparatively new phase 
in the realm of industrial relations. However, unions and 
employers individually have for many years operated 
such programs. In addition, employers in the printing 
industry also have inaugurated pension plans and group 
life and health insurance programs. 

Since the end of World War II, the Government’s wage 
stabilization programs limited the amount of wage in- 
creases which employers could grant, but permitted the 
adoption of reasonable employee insurance and pension 
benefits. In fact, early in 1945, the National War Labor 
Board held that employers should not alter or discontinue 
group insurance plans during the life of their union agree- 
ments. In some cases, the Board ordered employers to 
include existing benefit plans within the agreement. Such 
actions stimulated the growth of plans and also brought

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a number of existing employer plans 
within the scope of union agreements. 
Favorable income tax regulations ap- 
plicable to employers who.set up ap- 
proved plans also contributed to the 
growth and development of health, 
welfare and/or pension plans. 


How Should It Be Adopted 


Now just how should a pension plan 
be adopted by your printing plant? 
Well, pensions have been used by in- 
dustry, government, and unions as one 
way to meet the emergencies of old- 
age. The U. S. Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics recently estimated that “more 
than three million workers—over twice 
the number in 1947—were covered by 
some type of health, welfare and/or 
retirement benefit plan under collec- 
tive bargaining agreement by the mid- 
dle of 1948.” 

One of the major aspects of a pen- 
sion plan in a printing establishment 
is to increase efficiency through the 
retirement of older workers, thus at- 
tracting new and younger employees. 
Other aspects include employer reward 
for loyal and faithful service, encour- 
agement of continuity of employment 
service, reduction of labor turnover, 
improving employee morale, opening 
of avenues of promotion, reduction of 
strikes, etc. Maybe no pension plan 
will cover all these things, but some 
of them can and should be covered 
because they are entirely possible. 

On the other hand, perhaps the man- 
agement of your printing plant may 
feel that the pressure of unions for a 
pension plan involves the small print- 
ing establishment unable to support 
one, or that bargaining on pensions is 
not necessary. 

There are other views on this sub- 
ject, too. For example, printing plant 
workers are chiefly interested in pen-

sions as a protection against old-age. 
They probably feel, like employees in 
other industries, that they should be 
rewarded for long, efficient, and faith- 
ful service to a printing establishment. 
Then, too, unions are interested in 
pension plans as a means of aiding 
their membership, and also the adop- 
tion of one will help to promote indus- 
trial peace. 


What a Pension Plan Is 


Now just what is a pension plan? 
Well, a pension or retirement plan in 
a printing plant provides regular pe- 
riodic payments, or annuities, to em- 
ployees who retire or who are retired 
from active employment service for 
one or a combination of reasons; i.e., 
the employee has reached the normal 
retirement age, has served a minimum 
number of years working in a printing 
establishment, or has become perma- 
nently or totally disabled. 

During the last several years, Amer- 
ican industry has witnessed a wide 
growth and development of pension 
plans for numerous reasons. Usually, 
a pension or annuity is paid only if 
the retiring employee meets the age 
and/or service requirements or is to- 
tally disabled. However, under some 
pension plans, other conditions for re- 
tirement are provided. For example, 
an employee retiring or otherwise leav- 
ing a company’s employ before the 
normal qualifying period, but after a 
stipulated age or period of service, 
may receive a reduced pension or an- 
nuity, beginning immediately on sepa- 
ration, or a deferred annuity, with pen- 
sion payments beginning at the normal 
retirement age. If a plan is a contribu- 
tory one, an employee on separation 
from service before retirement may 
choose between an annuity or a lump- 
sum refund of his contributions, with 
or without interest. 

The subject of a pension plan for 
printing establishments is, of course, 
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is using Howarp Bonp for letterheads. 
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a very interesting one, as well as a 
vitally important one. The management 
of a printing establishment, like other 
types of employers in our free Ameri- 
can enterprise system, wants to know 
who will pay for it. The answer to this 
question will probably always be far 
from being settled, primarily due to 
the fact that an employer views the 
adoption of one as an additional labor 
cost. If, however, a pension plan will 
reduce labor turnover, increase efh- 
ciency, improve morale, etc., it can 
have considerable merit. 

Eligibility for participation in a pen- 
sion plan is usually based upon serv- 
ice, age, and, occasionally, upon union 
membership requirements. Pensions 
are paid to eligible employees who are 
retired or who are retiring for age, 
length-of-service, or a combination of 
both factors. 

Usually, the normal retirement age 
is 65 for men. A lower normal retire- 
ment age of 60 for women, and, of 
course, physical examination should 
be made of the employees recom- 
mended for retirement and a pension. 

The Federal Government reports 
that annuities are provided in some 
plans for employees who become per- 
manently or totally disabled before 
attaining the minimum age and/or 
service requirements for retirement. 
In addition, lump-sum death benefits, 
payable in the event that a participat- 
ing employee dies before, or shortly 
after, retirement, are included in sev- 
eral pension plans. Of course, under 
a contributory plan the amount would 
probably consist of refunds of the total 
contributions of an employee, and 
these refunds may or may not include 
interest. 


Amount of the Plan 


The amount of a pension plan is an- 
other subject of great interest to the 
management of a printing establish- 
ment. In some cases, a pension in the 


amount of $100.00 might be paid, or 
even $50.00 in another, depending 
upon circumstances and the agree- 
ment. In other instances, there might 
be graduated benefits, or a minimum 
pension of $25.00, and payable for life. 

Undoubtedly, financing a pension 
= is another subject dear to the 
eart of the management of a printing 
establishment. There are, of course, 
various methods of financing the re- 
tirement and/or pension plan involved. 
For example, it might be a non-con- 
tributory plan whereby the company 
makes all the contributions. Or it 
might involve a contributory system 


‘ whereby the employee contributes, say, 


2% of his monthly earnings, and a 
higher per cent after a specific amount 
of earnings. In addition, the pension 
plan might involve joint and equal con- 
tributions by the employer and em- 
ployee. 


Administration 


The administration of a pension or 
retirement plan is another subject to 
consider. The plan might be adminis- 
tered by a Committee, and it should be 
published in formal detailed language 
for the workers. Undoubtedly, the ef- 
fective date of a pension plan is ex- 
tremely significant in determining both 
an employee’s contributions and the 
service on which his pension will ulti- 
mately be based. Its commencement 
will require various levels of thinking 
and action by the management of a 
printing plant. 

There can be no doubt that the nego- 
tiation, adoption and operation of a 
pension plan for a printing establish- 
ment requires careful study. In fact, 
legal counsel should be sought and 
used throughout the entire program, 
especially in regard to tax problems 
thereof. 

Since no one plan will fit the need 
of every printing establishment the 
final choice of it and the provisions 
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thereof will depend upon the individ- 
ual management. Not to be overlooked 
is the fact that pension consultants and 
insurance firms can offer services along 
this line. 

In view of recent developments, la- 
bor organizations have been stirred to 
sell businessmen in the printing indus- 
try on the idea of installing a pension 
plan. In addition, union interest in 
collective-bargained employee plans 
has been further spurred by the ab- 
sence of health and disability benefits 
provisions and by the so-called inade- 
quacy of retirement and old-age bene- 
fits under the Social Security Act. 


The Number One Problem 


Of all the industrial relations prob- 
lems, the pension-plan seems to be the 
number one problem facing American 
industry. A few points, however, might 
be mentioned if and when your print- 
ing establishment considers one: (1) 
The following case has special signifi- 
cance in regard to pension plans. The 
National Labor Relations Board’s con- 
clusion that retirement and pension 
plans are subject to matters which the 
employer must bargain with the statu- 
tory representatives of his employees 
was upheld by the Court of Appeals 
for the Seventh Circuit in The Inland 
Steel Co. case v. NLRB, 170 F 2d 247. 
The court held that all retirement and 
pension plans, regardless of structure, 
are within the identical bargaining 
mandates of the original and amended 
Acts which require the employer to 
bargain collectively with the repre- 
sentatives of his employees, i.e., the 
exclusive representative designated to 
bargain for them “in respect to rates 
of pay, wages, hours of employment, 
or other conditions of employment.” 
In other words, the court agreed with 
the NLRB’s view that while these pro- 
visions do not specifically refer to the 
matter of retirement and pensions, 
benefits accruing to employees from 


such plans are clearly within the sta- 
tutory concepts of “wages” and “con- 
ditions of employment” when viewed 
in the light of the purposes of the Act. 
Hence, it would appear that the matter 
of pension plans for employees of a 
printing establishment calls for care- 
ful thought, because in the light of the 
foregoing legal case cited, it would 
appear that the issue has been settled, 
with regard to bargaining over pen- 
sions. (2) If a pension plan will solve 
labor problems, then regardless of the 
method .for financing one, it would ap- 
pear that the management of a print- 
ing plant will want to probe the sub- 
ject deeper, especially in the light of 
favorable tax legislation. 


Do You Have a Blueprint? 


Has your printing establishment a 
blueprint for a pension plan? It may 
be closer than you think. In any event, 
your management should not wait until 
it is forced by organized labor to 
adopt one, but rather gather all the 
facts and information and acquire a 
familiarity with the intricacies of the 
program, and secure guidance of ex- 
perts in the field. Further, printing 
establishments should investigate into 
the legal, accounting, labor relations, 
economic, financial, statistical, and 
other aspects of a pension plan for 
obvious reasons. 

Space does not permit complete 
elaboration of the coverage, require- 
ments, implications, and results of a 
pension plan. However, since the ob- 
jectives of the free American enter- 
prise system and that of organized 
labor are in conflict on many issues, 
both however recognize the need for 
some kind of a retirement and/or pen- 
sion plan. Then, too, all of this re- 
quires advance planning. The fact that 
pension plans are a significant issue 
in management-labor relations has 
raised many questions by the manage-

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Handling the RUSH Job!

¢¢ J N my lifetime I have seen the time required to do a 

given printing job reduced as much as 50%, yet 
there still are customers who cry to have their work done 
quicker,” declared a successful job printer. His assertion 
spotlights one of the major problems of the industry: the 
delivery of work in a shorter time than called for by the 
plant’s regular production schedule. 

How to get a job that normally requires two weeks or 
ten working days to produce, done in eight days, or even 
six, is the subject of this article. Somewhere along the 
line two, or even four, days have to be picked up. It would 
be impossible to operate a printing plant of any size with- 
out working out regular, normal production schedules for 
each type of work and allowing an adequate amount of 
time in which to do them. With your system of production 
completely and carefully set up, something more is re- 
quired to produce one of these jobs in a shorter time. 

Here are some “musts” for handling shorter production 
schedules: 

(1). All copy, text and cuts must come in complete. 
Dividing the copy means two sets of proofs going the 


(Title of this article is set in Dom Diagonal and Stencil) 
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rounds, usually doubling the time re- 
quired to handle them. Given sufficient 
time, the average shop will not begin 
composition until all the copy is in 
hand. Two lots of copy mean more 
work for the man who has to lay out 
and mark up the type for the machine. 
When a rush job comes in the printer 
certainly has the right to ask for the 
complete co-operation of the customer 
in getting the job underway. Art copy 
that isn’t ready, or halftones that can- 
not be delivered on time are just as 
serious as delayed copy! 

Always insist on the delivery to 
yourself of complete copy and what- 
ever else you will need to rush the job 
through. 


(2). All specifications as to quan- 
tity, kind of stock, type of binding, 
delivery, etc., must come with the job 
or be worked out soon after. Beware 
of the customer who wants a job in a 
hurry and yet postpones telling you

how many he wants, what kind of 
paper he wants to use, etc. Tell him 
how impossible it is to set up a sched- 
ule to do the job without having this 
information. Get out your sample 
books and help him work out speci- 
fications on the spot and let him go, 
if He must, with the urgency of know- 
ing the quantity impressed upon his 
mind. 


(3). Materials will have to be used 
that can be obtained within available 
time. This brings salesmen and supply 
houses into the picture. You can’t print 
without paper and bind without book 
cloth and boards. Hesitation in select- 
ing materials can seriously delay any 
job, regardless of the time allowed. 
Remember that materials that have to 
be ordered from out of town are de- 
pendent on rail or truck lines for deliv- 
ery. Their services can only be as good 
as the transportation they use to bring 
material in. 


You have a right to inform a cus- 
tomer that all materials must either be 
on hand or on order within 24 hours 
after you take the job to insure de- 
livery! 


(4). The customer must be ready 
to read and O.K. proofs without any 
avoidable delay. A written schedule 
helps at this point. Let your customer 
know when proofs will be ready and 
he can prepare to be ready to read 
them at once. You can save time by 
submitting a proof that is clean of 
proof marks. Some customers hesitate 
to O.K. a proof so long as errors are 
not corrected or necessary changes 
made. An absolutely clean proof in- 
vites an O.K.! 


An O.K. must be final, but make 
sure that all customers’ marks and 
requested changes are made. Doing a 
job in a shorter time is no excuse for 
errors. Note how few errors can be 
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found in your daily newspaper, and 
how good printing, as well as good 
typography, are in magazines produced 
weekly. They do their work in a hurry 
and do it well! So can you! 


(5). On your part you must have 
an effective “follow-thru” on the short- 
schedule job. Your usual production 
methods may not suffice for a quicker 
job. And it is never enough merely to 
write a delivery date on an instruction 
sheet or even to tell every foreman in 
the plant that a job is wanted at a 
certain time. There is a never-too-well 
concealed opposition apparently in the 
breast of every supervisor and most 
every workman to demands for a job 
in less time than usual. 


System at Parthenon Press 


Countless schemes have been used 
to “expedite” printing jobs past re- 
luctant foremen’s desks and obstinate 
workmen’s type stands and lock-up 
stones. A simple red sticker attached 
to the top of an instruction sheet may 
serve as a “red flag” pusher, but soon 
nearly every job has a sticker on it 
and the effect becomes nil. In our 
Parthenon Press plant we have tried 
almost everything. 

A form similar to the illustration 
(Figure 1, page 46) and designed to 
go along with the job seems to be the 
most effective type of “follow thru.” 
You must see that your foremen and 
all department supervisors recognize 
the purpose of this or other type of 
follow up. It asks for “Special Atten- 
tion” from one and all concerned with 
the production of the job for which it 
is being issued. 

Note the provision for checking all 
departments involved in producing the 
job. A copy is furnished each of the 
departments checked and a general 
alert can be set up all the way through. 
Note the full information carried by 


this form—job number, title, press 
date, delivery date, etc. 

Note the line at bottom: “This fol- 
low-up form must stay with job until 
completed.” Since this particular job 
was marked for delivery to the writer 
in the Parthenon Press plant, he can 
attest to the fact that the job was 
delivered when requested and that the 
follow-up “Special Attention” form 
actually came to his desk in the Meth- 
ods Department with the wrapped 
packages and a delivery form to sign. 

In the Parthenon Press plant each 
proposed new form is carefully con- 
sidered and not put into use unless 
there is a definite need for it. This 
happens to be Form No. 69, meaning 
that that number of all forms used in 
the plant’s production and standard’s 
cost determining system have been put 
into use. It is true that forms are num- 
bered consecutively and those that 
cease to be used are still included in 
the total number. 

Don’t refuse work requiring a shorter 
than usual schedule but do make sure 
of the conditions under which you 
undertake to do it. 


Tell Your Foreman, Joe! 

A man gets hurt on the job. You 
know what happens after such an acci- 
dent. People get to swapping stories 
about their “close calls,” too. 

“Something like that happened to 
me,” said one of the men, “but I didn’t 
get hurt because I had taken such and 
such a precaution.” 

Why didn’t you tell your story to 
your foreman, Joe? It might have pre- 
vented this accident. 

Since accidents are always a topic 
of conversation, why not let the fore- 
man in on them. A “close call” today 
may mean a serious injury tomorrow. 
If a foreman has been given facts, 
however, he can take preventive action. 
That action might easily change the 
“close call” of today to mean safety 
tomorrow and always. —Lillian Stemp

OU’LL find some remarks in the reviews that follow concerning 

the use of blotters. While blotters are used by more printers 
than any other type of advertising, some printers feel that they 
should be a supplementary part of their advertising campaign, rather 
than constituting their entire advertising effort. We don’t wish to get 
into any controversy concerning the use of blotters, because we feel 
they have their place in advertising just as every other type of printed 


matter has. However, we find more and more letters, folders, house 
organs, and other printed matter mailed in the same envelope as the 
monthly blotter, both delivered for the same amount of postage. 


We would suggest that printers who use a monthly blotter mailing 
test sending with the blotter a supplementary folder or other printed 
matter to put over a specific idea, or to go after a specific type of 
printing business. The only additional cost would be the cost of 
printing the supplementary piece, and tests will soon prove whether 
or not this additional cost is justified. 

We would appreciate having comments from our readers on this 
subject.

house organ is mailed. On the outside 
of each envelope there appears a sell- 
ing message. The current envelope car- 
ries the following copy: “Business is 
generally quiet with the concern that 
keeps quiet about its business. You 
can never be sure that others know 
what you have to offer unless you tell 
them. That is why we keep telling you 
about our printing. Commercial print- 
ing can be utilized to your advantage 
in telling others about YOUR Busi- 
ness.” We're inclined to think that 
these messages on the outside of the 
envelope are as thoroughly read as the 
blotter house organ enclosed. 


It’s an advisable thing for a house 
organ editor to check up on his readers 
now and then. LeFEBVRE PRINT- 
ING COMPANY, 3116 Belmont Ave., 
Chicago 18, IIL, sent along with “The 
Advertiser’s Almanac,” its house or- 
gan, a return card requesting com- 
ments from readers. Not only does a 
card of this type indicate what interest 
the house organ is creating among cus- 
tomers and prospects, but also the 
comments received are frequently valu- 
able in the preparation of copy for 
future issues. It is easy to get into a 
rut when editing a house organ, and 
there’s nothing like comments from 
readers to get an editor back on the 
right track. 


THE NeBRAU PRINTING SERVICE, 
9710 Midland Blvd., St. Louis 14, Mo. 
(C. O. Braune, proprietor), doesn’t 
think that blotters are a very good 
medium of advertising. In a letter re- 
ceived from Mr. Braune he says, in 
part, “Personally, I don’t feel that blot- 
ter advertising is good. I may just ask 
you how many blotters you have on 
your desk and use. Without modern 
fountain pen ink which dries almost as 
rapidly as one writes, there is no need 
for blotters.” While it is difficult to 
generalize on a subject of this kind, I 
did look in my desk to see how many 


blotters I have and found there were 
six from different companies, and only 
one of them—the top one—had been 
used. But, whether used or not, a blot- 
ter arriving in the mail does make an 
impression on a prospect, even though 
he may toss the blotter into the waste- 
basket instead of into his desk drawer. 
Any more comments or experiences 
with blotters which would be inter- 
esting to our readers? The NeBrau 
Printing Service, incidentally, uses a 
printed letter to put over its sales 
message. 


THE HICKSITE PRESS, Macedon 
Center, N. Y., uses a very good idea 
on its current blotter, the better execu- 
tion of which would have increased 
its effectiveness. The blotter is printed 
in three colors—black, green and red. 
There is a red circle opposite the word 
“Stop” and the following copy, “Ac- 
cepting good enough printing. Decide 
now that you want the best.” Below it 
is a green circle, and opposite it the 
word “Go” and the copy continues. 
“To a printshop where you can get 
just that. It costs no more—often less.” 
The red dot is not quite red enough, 
and the green dot is a little muddy. 
Also, the copy could have been 
brushed up to present the idea more 
graphically. 


LASSETTER’S CROWN PRESS, 346- 
350 E. Apache, Tulsa, Okla., mails to 
its customers and prospects, each 
month, a calendar printed in four 
colors on coated stock, size 10x13, 
folded down to 61x10, and mailed as 
a self-mailer. It calls this its “calendar 
service,” and in this way keeps a regu- 
lar monthly contact with all its cus- 
tomers and prospects. A good idea. 


SPIERS WELSH, 224 Hillside Ave., 
Newark 8, N. J., uses letters to pro- 
mote business. It has a form letter 
offering 1000 embossed business cards

coating being rather hygroscopic in 
nature. 

After exposure under a halftone neg- 
ative, the plate was taken into a dark- 
ened room and the print “developed” 
by dusting it with either sodium stan- 
nate or magnesium carbonate until the 
halftone image appeared in a brown 
color on a white background. The 
dusted plate was then burnt in and 
plunged into water to remove the un- 
exposed portions of sensitizer, or those 
to which the powder had adhered. 
Control of detail and contrast were 
among the claims made for the proc- 
ess, but its popularity quickly waned 
because of the uncertain and varying 
action of the hygroscopic sensitizer. 


Mercury Vapor Lamps 


Q T. W., Akron, asks why this type 
« of camera illumination cannot be 
used for color reproduction? 
A Mainly because of the absence 
« of red rays, the illumination from 
such lamps preponderating in ultra- 
violet and blue. Mercury vapor light 
has a peculiar greenish-blue hue, 
which would falsify color rendition 
by acting in the role of an undesirable 
color filter during exposure of separa- 
tion negatives. 


Chinese White 
Q S. S., Detroit, objects to the yel- 


lowing tendency of this material 
when used for retouching photographs 
and requests a substitute. 
A Consisting essentially of zinc 
e oxide, Chinese white is quite 
bright to the eye, but it absorbs ultra- 
violet and frequently reproduces as a 
gray tint in negatives. Its tendency to 
become yellow with age is due to 
oxidation of the zinc oxide. A substi- 
tute can be made by mixing precipi- 
tated barium sulfate with gum arabic 
solution, but it is better to purchase 
one of the commercial “whites” which 
do not contain zinc compounds.

Creating Lithographic Sales 


in Today’s Market 


Excerpts from a talk given by A. J. Fay, sales manager, 
The National Process Company, before the recent con- 
vention of the National Association of Photo-Lithographers 


Y observations on selling lithography in today’s 

market are based on personal study and contact 
with many of the sales problems confronting our indus- 
try today. 

You are all aware of the increases in equipment and 
facilities for the production of lithography in the past 
five years—an increase which has emphasized the broad- 
ened acceptance of lithography—and which at the same 
time has brought into play a greater amount of competi- 
tion than had previously existed. 

To support this growth, and to insure the continuation 
of our individual businesses—at a level which will per- 
mit us to pay high wages and salaries, dividends and 
taxes—we must develop a better understanding of sales. 

Management must take a more active part in the selec- 
tion and training of salesmen. It must see that salesmen 
are selected with the same discriminating care as would 
be exercised in selecting a junior executive, and that the

subsequent training and development 
be supervised on a positive basis. 

This training and _ development 
should be supported with clearly de- 
fined, aggressive policies and programs 
on the following: 

1—Customer Relation 

2—Market Study 

3—Sales Promotion 

4—Sales Personnel 

5—Selling in Today’s Market 
I am aware of the fact that most of 
you recognize the importance of these 
points; however, I feel that some com- 
ment is in order. 


1—Customer Relations 


We all know that our present cus- 
tomers are our best prospects for fu- 
ture business, therefore it is manage- 
ment’s job to see that a salesman’s 
efforts to give satisfactory service to 
his customers are supported by the 
entire organization. 

Management should see that cus- 
tomers are informed of the company’s 
interest in their business, by occasional 
personal call or written letter. Don’t 
wait until a complaint is registered 


or some adjustment has to be made 
before you show interest in your cus- 
tomers. 

Review your sales policies from time 
to time—compare them with those of 
your competition, and promptly advise 
your customers of any change in pol- 
icy, price or performance. 

Check the quality of your work and 
set up some method of control to as- 
sure the maintenance of good quality 
production. 

Study new developments, processes, 
materials and methods of packaging 
and distribution and keep your cus- 
tomer informed regarding same. 

Encourage your salesmen to learn 
more about their customers’ business, 
and suggest that, if possible, time be 
spent in getting first-hand knowledge 
of their methods of operation. By 
learning a customer’s problems, we 
can create a more favorable selling 
atmosphere. 


2—Market Study 


Study your market, its geographical 
limits, how you stand in relation to 
your competition. Are you obtaining 
your share of the sales, and getting 
adequate account and prospect cover- 
age? 

What is being done to study the 
application of your plant and _ facili- 
ties to the production of new types 
of work, which will help to balance 
your production and increase your 
sales? 

These are provocative questions, the 
answers to which may help in plan- 
ning a course of action. 


3—Sales Promotion 


Salesmen’s calls on customers and 
prospects should be supplemented by 
a well-planned direct-mail campaign 
of at least six mailings per year. These 
mailings should carry a continuity of 
thought and ideas. As a supporting 
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right from the beginning!

activity, mailings of samples of out- 
standing jobs should be sent together 
with a letter, explaining the important 
features. It is advisable to have these 
letters signed by the salesmen. Such 
mailings should be sent not only to 
those who purchase your products, 
but also to others whose opinions may 
help to influence the purchases. 

A well-planned campaign of mail- 
ings helps to create a favorable back- 
ground for your salesmen and your 
company and is an excellent morale 
builder for your sales force. 


4—Sales Personnel 


We have touched upon the need for 
care in the selection of salesmen— 
they are not born neither are they 
scientifically produced. In the main, 
they are personable, intelligent sincere 
young men, who are imbued with suf- 
ficient initiative, courage and enthusi- 
asm to warrant our making their train- 
ing and development a full-time job. 

In our industry the training con- 
sists of a study of manufacturing pro- 
cedure and methods. To this is added 
a study of the fundamentals of com- 
mercial art, copy preparation, typog- 
raphy, order writing, camera work, 
color correcting, negative stripping, 
opaquing, platemaking and presswork. 

This is supplemented by a study of 
paper with regards to the use of vari- 
ous weights and finishes for specific 
purposes, and a study of finishing op- 
erations, varnishing, pebbling, mount- 
ing, die cutting, and binding opera- 
tions such as folding, pamphlet and 
hard-binding and mechanical binding. 

This training is greatly stimulated 
by meetings addressed by invited 
guests, such as art directors, typogra- 
phers, paper mill representatives, ink 
manufacturers, finishers, advertising 
and sales executives from other com- 
panies. 

The formation of discussion groups 
for the study and presentation of sales 


ideas and approaches are helpful in 
developing written and oral sales 
presentations. 

There should be coaching in the 
study of customer problems and the 
application of the lithographic facili- 
ties to the customers’ needs; and the 
study of inquiries for estimates and 
how to set up the specifications to fit 
the lithographic equipment. 

Once a salesman has been assigned 
accounts, his development should be 
carefully watched and aided. He should 
be coached and calls made with him 
to help his morale and show him how 
to handle his assignment. 

He should be taught how to study 
a customer’s business and to apply his 
knowledge of the experience of one 
customer to another’s problems. 

He should be taught how to analyze 
a sales problem, how to develop his 
sales approach, and to prepare his 
presentation on the basis of the cus- 
tomer’s interest. 

These are a few of the points in the 
development of a salesman. Obviously, 
the progress made by a salesman de- 
pends on his enthusiasm and his 
willingness to work. 


Maintaining Sales Morale 


It is a difficult task to constantly 
maintain a high peak of morale among 
salesmen. However, there are certain 
fundamental principles that can be fol- 
lowed that will be of great help to- 
wards this end. 

1. A salesman must be convinced 
that his equity in accounts will be 
fully protected as long as he continues 
to do a good selling job and that from 
time to time, in order to add to his 
financial security, he will be given 
ample opportunity to handle other ac- 
counts, provided he is on the job and 
shows a desire to cooperate fully. 

2. A salesman must be assured of 
the utmost cooperation from those on 
whom he has to depend for the suc-

cessful selling and servicing of his 
accounts. That cooperation should be 
prompt and efficient and it is up to 
management to see that any commit- 
ments made to an account by a sales- 
man and with the consent of manage- 
ment, are fully carried out. 

3. Since our business is one which 
involves a tremendous amount of de- 
tail, as a corollary to our selling effort, 
it is our responsibility to see that the 
salesman be relieved of as much of 
this detail as possible, in order that 
the greater part of his time be de- 
voted to actual selling and customer 
contact. 

4. Any financial arrangement made 
with a salesman should be clearly de- 
fined and he should be promptly in- 
formed regarding his commission on 
specific sales, so that he is in a posi- 
tion to gauge his income, and any 
commission or bonus settlement to be 
made with the salesman, should be 
made at stipulated intervals and these 
intervals should be tied in with the 
closing of the books on any transac- 
tion involving the payment of such 
commissions or bonuses. 

5. It is a fundamental fact that a 
salesman’s effort day in and day out 
is one of the most intangible things 
to measure; from the moment a sales- 
man leaves your office to make his 
daily round of calls, you have to 
depend on his good will and desire to 
turn in a good day’s work. 

If he is dissatisfied for any one of 
several reasons, it will undoubtedly 
reflect on his performance. It is there- 
fore imperative that more attention 
be given to the human side of selling 
with the realization that any man en- 
gaged in sales, is constantly on his 
own and needs all the help he can 
receive from the people who are de- 
pendent upon him for results. 

It is further an excellent idea to 
have meetings at stated intervals, at 
which time a salesman is free to ex- 
press his opinion on anything relating 


to sales and these meetings should be 
attended by all executives and keymen 
who are concerned with manufactur- 
ing as well as sales. 


Distribution of Accounts 
and Prospects 


The distribution of accounts and 
prospects to salesmen should be given 
much consideration and in this connec- 
tion, it is well to observe closely the 
aptitudes the individual salesman may 
show for handling his business. Some 
accounts will require a service type 
of salesman, while others may require 
the type of salesman who has more 
sales ability, plenty of imagination, 
and a good deal of persuasion. 

We have found from experience that 
some of our men have shown a marked 
ability to handle a certain type of 
account such as advertising agencies, 
book publishers, or purely industrial 
accounts. As a consequence, we have 
been inclined to make those men spe- 
cialists where a competitive situation 
between such accounts does not exist. 
Obviously in this case, it is important 
to consider the man’s sense of balance 
and integrity, and under no circum- 
stances should a salesman specializing 
on a group of related accounts discuss 
one customer’s business with another. 


Salesmen’s Compensation 
and Incentives 


Junior salesmen should be paid a 
straight salary for a stipulated period 
of time while they are being trained 
and until such time as they are ac- 
tually producing sufficient sales to 
equal their salary on a commission 
basis. Obviously this period of time 
may vary, depending on the individual 
and the conditions under which he is 
working, the important point being 
that both employer and employee are 
mutually satisfied with the progress 
shown. Continued on page 74

We feel that, ultimately, a man 
should be placed on a commission 
basis with a weekly drawing account 
against said commission, since in our 
opinion, it offers the greatest incentive 
to the right kind of man. 

As an alternate to this, it may be 
more desirable to pay a salary and a 
bonus where conditions are such that 
the salesman is doing more of a serv- 
icing job. 

Either of the above plans should be 
supplemented by sales contests offer- 
ing prizes, in the form of cash, mer- 
chandise or paid vacation trips, and 
are particularly effective if run 
throughout the year on a quarterly 
basis or semi-annual basis. 


Sales Records 


It is vitally important to the success 
of any well-organized sales department 
that accurate records of calls, esti- 
mates, sales, seasonal activities, and 
other pertinent information be kept 
up-to-date and under a central control. 
These records should be constantly 
checked to examine the progress of 
salesmen with each account or pros- 
pect. 

It is also advisable to stipulate a 
time limit on each account or prospect 
at the end of which if the salesman 
is not showing the proper progress, the 
company reserves the right to transfer 
it to another salesman. Furthermore, 
no salesman should be permitted to 
make a call on any company until he 
has first received permission to do so 
by the sales manager or his assistant. 

The basis of any well-kept record 
of accounts is accurate information and 
while it may seem irksome to a sales- 
man to submit a daily report of calls, 
this information is absolutely neces- 
sary. We have found that by simplify- 
ing our call slip and our record of 
accounts, it is possible to eliminate a 
lot of writing on the salesman’s part. 


When these records are kept up-to- 
date, it enables the salesmanager to 
quickly review the activities on ac- 
counts and prospects and where neces- 
sary to re-distribute accounts where 
a lack of progress is indicated. The 
re-distribution of accounts is made less 
dificult where accurate records are 
kept.

“‘Remote control” stops press 


If you operate two presses, such as the 
Miehle, and would like them to stop auto- 
matically when the job is finished, try this. 
When loading the feed table, tear out a 
small piece from the gripper edge of the 
bottom sheet. The hole should be just large 
enough so that the cylinder trip holes on 





the gripper bar miss the sheet. Place this 
sheet at the end of the run or between 
colors or on duplicate forms; then load the 
stock above it. The press then runs until 
it comes to this sheet, and when the holes 
on the gripper bar are not covered, the press 
automatically trips off.

A TIP ON PAPER PROTECTION

Oftentimes on multicolor printing jobs, 
you may have encountered delays that could 
not be avoided.

Type face directory and inventory 


To keep up with the location of all type 


faces, emblems, etc., used in the composing 
room, we identify all type stands and mate- 
rial cabinets by a letter, and each drawer in 
each cabinet’ by a number. This system is 





also tied in with the Specimen Book used 
by Parthenon Press. Time lost in “hunting 
sorts” is almost completely avoided by mak- 
ing one emplovee in the type caster room 
responsible for keeping all the cases filled. 
A good method of keeping track of foundry 
type in jobs is to make a proof of every 
form containing foundry type and hang 
this on a special hook with location of the 
form indicated on the proof.

How to Prevent 


Ink Roller Stripping 


from LTF Research Progress No. 27 


TEEL ink rollers that strip (refuse to take ink in 
places) are not only annoying but expensive in terms 
of the down time you need to resensitize them. 

According to the Lithographic Technical Foundation, 
steel rollers strip because the metal, or whatever is on the 
metal, wants to be wet by water rather than by greasy ink. 
With such a preference, ink on the steel is easily displaced 
by water. The tendency is encouraged if (1) the press has 
not been properly washed up, and dried ink and gum re- 
main on the rollers, (2) if you use too much gum or too 
much phosphoric acid in your fountain solution, and (3) 
if the rollers on the press are not set correctly. 

Steel’s preference for water can be eliminated by cover- 
ing the ink rollers with a material that wants to be wet 
by ink rather than by water. 

You can do this by having your steel rollers electro- 
plated with copper or covered with a hard rubber. Copper 
and rubber are primarily ink receptive. They do the best 
job of eliminating stripping troubles. The big objection 
is that you have to dismantle most presses to get the vibra- 
tors out to treat them. 

So, the LTF laboratory worked out a “next best” proce- 
dure. This new method is copper plating the steel rollers 
by applying a chemical copperplating solution. The job is 
fairly easy to do. And you don’t have to take the perma- 
nently installed vibrators out of the press. It’s quite a bit 
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Exceptionally good ink distribution is secured 
from the long train of vibrators and distributors 
which transfer the ink from the fountain to 

the form rollers. Form rollers are equipped 
with a patented lateral adjustment which 
eliminates end play. Two different sizes of form 
rollers, which are mounted on anti-friction 
ball-bearings, make possible smooth lays of ink 
on all types of copy from heavy solids and 

tints to large, fine-screened halftones and line 
copy. All intermediate and ductor rollers are 
interchangeable.

better than the usual method of re- 
sensitizing stripped rollers because it 
keeps them sensitive to ink for a 
longer time. 

LTF reported a copper-plating solu- 
tion to do this job at their 1951 Re- 
search Committee Meeting. Since then, 
they have developed an improved plat- 
ing solution and another method of 
application. These will be described. 


Preparation of the Plating Solution 


The copper-plating solution that 
LTF developed is made from the ma- 
terials listed below. You should be 
able to get them from any chemical 
supply house.

Mix in the order listed. The cuprous 
chloride won’t go into solution until 
the acid is present. Also, it will dis- 
solve a lot faster if you powder it first 
with a mortar and pestle. Keep the 
solution well stoppered when you 
aren’t using it. 


How to Copper Plate the Rollers 


The plating procedure is very easy. 
There are only two steps: (1) cleaning 
and (2) plating. The first requirement 
is essential. The rollers must be abso- 
lutely clean. 

There are two ways to clean the 
rollers. We'll describe the easier one 
first. 


Cleaning the Rollers on the Press 


LTF recently reported a new method 
of washing up a press. It employs three 


different solutions. These are applied 
to the rollers, one after the other. 
Used instead of ordinary solvents like 
kerosene or naphtha, they do a much 
more efficient job of cleaning. 

This is the best and easiest method 
of cleaning the rollers before you cop- 
per plate them. If you are now using 
this wash-up method, most of the ac- 
cumulated ink and gum on the rollers 
will already have been removed. In 
this case, clean the rollers thoroughly 
with a couple of careful wash-ups. 


Plating the Rollers 


While the rollers are still wet with 
the last application of the Number 3 
solution, pour on the copper-plating 
solution. Appiy it the same way as you 
do the wash-up solution. The copper 
will plate onto the clean steel almost 
immediately, and the job will be done. 

In case you have never cleaned your 
press rollers with 3-solution wash-up, 
go through the three-step wash-up four 
or five times. This will make sure that 
the rollers are clean. Then, as before, 
apply the copperplating solution while 
the rollers are still wet with the Num- 
ber 3 solution. 

Apply the plating solution first to 
one side of the inking system and then 
to the other side to keep the friction- 
driven rollers from stalling. 

If the copper does not deposit 
evenly, tighten the blade of the wash- 
up machine and remove the coppering 
solution. Then loosen the blade and 
apply a fresh application. 

This solution will definitely copper 
plate clean steel. If the rollers refuse 
to plate, then you'll know that (1) 
your cleaning job was not thorough 
enough, or (2) that your wash-up solu- 
tions are not as effective as they should 
be. 


Cleaning the Rollers Manually 


If you don’t want to use a 3-solution 
wash-up, you can still copperplate the 
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rollers. But the job is a little harder 
to do. In this case, you have to clean 
and plate each steel roller manually. 
Here is the procedure that LTF sug- 
gests. 

First, make up a solution of phos- 
phoric acid by adding about 2% 
ounces of 85% phosphoric acid to a 
gallon of water. Then take out all of 
the steel rollers that come off the press 
easily. 

Wet a wad of cotton with the phos- 
phoric acid solution. Daub the cotton 
in some FFF pumice. Then scrub the 
roller. 

When you think the grease is off 
the roller, rinse it off with water. If 
you are working on a roller that is 
still in the press, wipe it off with a 
wet rag. In either case, check the ap- 
pearance of the film of water left on 
the steel. If the water spreads out into 
a continuous “all-over” film, the roller 
is clean. If this film of water “breaks” 
or is repelled at any spot, there is 
grease still on this area. Keep scrub- 
bing these areas with the pumice and 
acid solution until a film of water 
shows no breaks. 


Plating the Rollers Manually 


When each roller is clean, wipe it 
off with a damp rag or a sponge. Then 
take a soft rag and dip it in the cop- 


per-plating solution. Pat the wet rag 
in pumice and scrub the roller. The 
copper in the solution should start to 
plate out on the roller immediately. 
It’s a good idea to keep rubbing 
over the areas that look like they are 
well plated. Sometimes the copper 
plate rubs off easily or “peels.” If this 
should happen, you'll know the roller 
was not clean. As before, in such an 
event, all you can do is repeat the 
cleaning operation. Copper won’t stick 
unless the steel is absolutely clean. 


How Long Will It Last? 


The life of this chemically deposited 
copper plate varies quite a bit. It wears 
well on the riders. It wears off faster 
on the vibrators because of their rub- 
bing action—especially the roller on 
which the blade of the wash-up ma- 
chine rides. Because of the big differ- 
ences in presses and pressmen, no one 
can predict its exact life on a given 
press. It can vary from a week to six 
months and longer. 

The first treatment, where you clean 
the rollers with 3-solution wash-up, is 
very quick and easy. The manual 
treatment takes about the same time 
as the usual method of correcting a 
stripped roller. Either treatment will 
keep steel ink receptive a lot longer 
than ordinary resensitizing methods. 
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Bible Successfully Offset- 
Printed on an Ultra-thin 
Sheet for Oxford

By successfully producing, by offset, 
on an ultra-thin Bible paper, a pocket- 
sized facsimile edition of its Scofield 
Reference Bible, Oxford University 
Press and its printer, binder and paper 
supplier completed during the past 
season a highly interesting technical 
achievement. So far as Oxford knows, 
the facsimile Scofield is the first Bible 
to be offset-printed on ultra-thin paper 
in the United States. 
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Previous editions of the Scofield 
Bible have been printed by letterpress. 
The offset process seemed to be the 
economical way to reproduce this Bible 
in a smaller size, and early in 1952 
Wilbur D. Ruggles, manager of Ox- 
ford’s religious department, and Ella 
Uelrich, head of the Bible production 
department, began to study the prob- 
lem. Albert Teller, vice-president of 
Robert Teller Sons & Dorner, New 
York printer and manufacturer, was 
sure the job could be done with the 
co-operation of paper suppliers and 
binders. 

Certain specifications for the paper 
—opacity, color, bulk, body and sizing 
for offset—were established, and with 
the co-operation of the Ecusta Paper 
Corporation and its New York agent, 
Paper Corporation of the United 
States, several test lots of paper were 
manufactured. Over and over, different 
lots of paper were tried. Three thou- 
sand pounds of paper in all were pro- 
duced before a test lot of 100 pounds 
was obtained which gave the desired 
results. The paper finally selected is 
one made wholly from flax, and is a 
20-pound basis sheet. 

Robert Teller Sons & Dorner then 
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began experiments with their equip- 
ment. Running so thin a sheet meant 
that unusually fine adjustments had to 
be made on the 38x50 sheet-fed per- 
fecting press. Albert Teller believes 
the work could only have been done 
on a perfecting press. It was feeding 
that caused the greatest difficulty, be- 
cause of the low strength, body and 
stiffness of the paper, which was 
picked up by suction cups, sheet by 
sheet, for delivery into the press. There 
was a problem of preventing the limp 
paper from adhering to the blankets, 
and all the technical problems were 
aggravated by the extraordinary hu- 
midity in New York—over 90 per cent 
most of the summer, as New Yorkers 
will remember with distaste for many 
years. The normal speed of the press 
had to be cut down, of course, for 
running the ultra-thin paper. The aver- 
age speed of the press employed is 
around 2300 impressions an hour, and 
this was cut by about 60 per cent. 
The problems were all solved, how- 


ever, and 700,000 impressions were 
completed, in sheets carrying 64 pages 
to a side, 1368 pages per book. Special 
credit for the job goes to Alois Will, 
pressman in charge; Dave Cerniglia, 
press foreman; Joseph Raimondi, 
stripping foreman; Adrian Lanchan- 
tin, who checked all sheets. 

Binding was done by J. F. Tapley 
Company, Long Island City, New 
York, which has produced fine Bible 
bindings for Oxford for many years. 
Tapley prepared imposition especially 
for the job and made necessary adap- 
tations of its normal methods of hand 
jogging, slitting and folding. 

The finished book, a page-by-page 
facsimile of the large Scofield, with 
all of its notes and reference aids, is 
354 x 7-5/16 inches in size. It is only 
% of an inch thick, and is available 
in Moroccoette, French Morocco and 
genuine Morocco, in any one of three 
colors. Prices run from $8.50 to $13.50. 
The edition is the King James version, 
773,692 words.

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OW that the hurrahs and the hoopla that surround every change 
of national administration are gone, Washington is settling 
down to some of the harder tasks that lie ahead of the nation. 

The Republicans are glad of the many signs of prosperity that at- 
tended their first inaugural parade in more than two decades, and the 
minority Democrats didn’t let the people forget who brought the 
nation to the high economic plateau. 

It has become apparent already that the major share of attention 
in this administration, after the initial weeks, will be centered on 
Congress. There, the Republicans who have been fighting their polit- 
ical battles for many years are firmly in the saddle on all major com- 
mittee posts, and they are in no mood to take orders from the White 
House. 

Note that it was a Congressman—the chairman of the House Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee—who said that price and wage controls 
would die on April 30. He didn’t wait for the President to announce it. 

It is the same on many other issues of importance to printers—and, 
indeed, all businessmen. Congressional leaders have the purse-strings 
and they are going to exercise the control that goes with the money. 

Besides calling the tune on how much is spent and where, Congress 


will act as a general investigator of 
the entire federal establishment. You'll 
see more headlines about investiga- 
tions this year and next than you did 
in the past two—and that will be a lot. 

Congressional leaders already have 
let it be known that they are not going 
to stay in session all year, as other 
Congresses have done, at the insistence 
of President Truman. This Congress 
will go home by July 1, maybe earlier. 


The Rising Cost of Newsprint 


NEWSPRINT prices, which set a 
record last year, adding $50 million 


to the costs which printers and pub- 
lishers had to bear, may go up even 
higher this year. 

There has been a slight easing of 
the supply situation, but it remains 
fairly tight. U. S. publishers used 
about two per cent more newsprint in 
1952 than in 1951, according to pre- 
liminary reports. 

The price of newsprint, which was 
increased $10 a ton in °52, was $126 
a ton on a New York f.o.b. basis at the 
year-end. This meant that newsprint 
had gone up 152 per cent since V-J 
Day and more than 200 per cent since 
the mid-30s. Continued on page 90

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Meantime, the Department of Com- 
merce has let it be known here that it 
will continue the policy of the former 
administration in encouraging domes- 
tic newsprint and paper expansion in 
every reasonable way. A new newsprint 
mill definitely will be constructed in 
the Dominican Republic, and there is 
talk of a new mill for Cuba, and in 
other Caribbean countries, to use ba- 
gasse (the residue of sugar cane) in- 
stead of wood pulp. 


Statistics on Printing 
Industry Wages 


STATISTICS on hourly wage scales 
of unionized printing trades workers 
in book and job shops, released by the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, U. S. De- 
partment of Labor, show that the rates 
advanced an average of 6.4 per cent, 
or 14 cents an hour, between July 1, 
1951, and July 1, 1952. 

At the same time, printers’ scales 
on newspapers rose only 4.4 per cent, 
or 12 cents an hour. For individual 
trades, the average increase varied 
from 4.5 to 7.3 per cent in commercial 
shops, and from 3.2 to 6.2 per cent 
in newspaper plants. 

More than 90 per cent of the 130,000 
unionized printing trades workers in 
the 77 cities included in the study 
were affected by scale revisions result- 
ing from contract negotiations effec- 
tive during the year. The typical in- 
creases ranged from five to 20 cents 
an hour. 

Union scales are the minimum wage 
rates agreed upon through collective 
bargaining between employers and 
trade unions. Overtime beyond estab- 
lished maximum daily and weekly 
hours is excluded. The scales do not 
reflect premium rates, and, thus, do 
not represent the total hourly earnings 
of printing trades workers. 

On July 1, 1952, union hourly scales 
in book and job shops averaged $2.37, 
and individual trade averages varied 


from $1.32 for bindery women to $3.12 
for photoengravers. Electrotypers and 
stereotypers also had scale levels ex- 
ceeding $2.75 an hour. 

Scales in newspaper plants averaged 
$2.78; the average on the day shift 
was $2.67, and on the night shift it 
was $2.88. By trade, average scales 
ranged from $2.47 for mailers to $3.07 
for photoengravers. Day-shift composi- 
tors in newspaper plants had a scale 
level of $2.73 an hour, eight cents 
above the $2.65 level for similar work 
in commercial shops. 

Average union hourly wage rates in 
the printing trades on July 1, 1952, 
and the amount of increase since July 
1, 1951, may be obtained by writing 
for a tabulation form to the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics, U. S. Department of 
Labor, Washington 25, D. C. 


Labor Peace Is Likely 


THIS is likely to be a year of greater 
labor peace than was last year, and it 
is possible that management will be 
able to stave off increases to unions 
such as have become more or less 
“normal” in the postwar period. 

It’s pointed out by observers here 
that one of the prime goals of the 
Eisenhower administration will be to 
stabilize the cost of living, so that 
much of the wind will be taken out 
of the sails of labor union leaders 
seeking increases. If the new admin- 
istration can report, month after 
month, that the cost of living has 
fallen a wee bit, or has remained 
stable, the public may give moral sup- 
port to employers who fight to keep 
wage rates stable. 

One factor works against labor 
union leaders. In other years, they felt 
that they could appeal to Uncle Sam, 
in case they encountered difficulties. 
Now, they realize, they have no friend 
—although no enemy—in the White 
House, and that a majority of the Con- 
gressmen are not beholden to unions 
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for political support. As noted in many 
statistics, the printing industry has felt 
regular demands for increases from 
its unions for many years. If printing 
management is able to “hold the line” 
on raises this year, it may be able to 
stop the constant increases in the cost 
of printing, which, many feel, inevi- 
tably will lead to lower volume unless 


the price spiral is reversed, or brought. 


to a halt. 

Anyway, businessmen, including 
printing management, psychologically 
can better approach their labor prob- 
lems this year, many feel, although 
some increases may be justified and 
even granted. 


OPS Exempts Small Printers 


OFFICE of Price Stabilization, al- 
though it is creaking along on its last 
legs, still is in business and able to 
play havoc with any business caught 
violating its directives, so its activities 
are news as long as it lasts. 

In General Overriding Regulation 8, 
Amendment 7, OPS has exempted from 
control all small printing firms whose 
total gross sales of products and serv- 
ices are not more than $50,000 a year. 
This provision is restated so that it 
clearly is applicable to the printing 
services as well as the printed prod- 
ucts of a firm engaged primarily in the 
printing business so long as its annual 
sales of printed products and printing 
services do not exceed the specified 
amount. Thus, it applies to a firm per- 
forming printing services only on ma- 
terials or products supplied by cus- 
tomers—such as textile printers, of 
whom there are several dozen in the 
nation. 


Management Aid Leaflets 


The Small Defense Plants Adminis- 
tration, whose future under the Re- 
publican administration still is some- 
what in doubt, has released three leaf- 


lets, any or all of which may be of 
specific help to printing management. 

Leaflet No. 17 in the series of Man- 
agement Aids, entitled, “How the 
Walsh-Healey Public Contracts Act 
Affects Government Supply Contrac- 
tors,” may be of interest to printers 
who do $10,000 or more of business 
with Uncle Sam in any one year. The 
leaflet was prepared by the Adminis- 
trator of the Wage-Hour Public Con- 
tracts Division, U. S. Department of 
Labor, to alert suppliers to salient 
provisions of the Public Contracts Act, 
to urge them to resolve any doubts 
they may have as to the coverage of 
their operations and their responsi- 
bilities, and to point out how they can 
proceed to this end. 

Leaflet No. 18 in the Management 
Aids series is “Changes in Organiza- 
tion Responsibilities as the Plant 
Grows,” which is designed to help 
point out some of the pitfalls that face 
the management of a small firm as it 
expands its operations. 

The leaflet points out that while the 
“one-man show” type of operation may 
be successful in some small ventures 
with few employees and few produc- 
tion problems, in the long run the 
most stable and_ successful plant 
growth is that which follows a sound, 
predetermined plan. 

Highlights to guide the small busi- 
nessman in administering the healthy 
growth of his management organiza- 
tion are outlined in the leaflet as fol- 
lows: Planning Intermediate Stages 
of Growth; Developing Staff Func- 
tions, and Following a Logical Se- 
quence. 

Leaflet No. 19 in the Management 
Aids series is “Two Dozen Ideas for 
Effective Administration,” which is de- 
signed to help the small operator to 
improve the administration of his busi- 
ness. 

The basic job facing the person who 
heads a small business, the leaflet em- 
phasizes, is “to get things done 
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through people and to make his con- 
cern a good place to work.” It draws 
on the experiences of successful busi- 
ness leaders and lists 24 specific pro- 
posals to help small businessmen be- 
come better managers. 


Two New PIA Books 


PRINTING Industry of America has 
announced that its Manual on Com- 
position now is in production and soon 
will be available, and that its text- 
book, entitled “Management of Print- 
ing Production,” also soon will be 
ready for distribution. 

The Manual on Composition, termed 
the newest, most complete and most 
authoritative manual of instruction on 
composition, was completed under the 
direction of the PIA Education Com- 
mittee. In two general sections, it will 
contain more than 300 double column 
pages of instruction in modern print- 
ing practice in hand and machine 
composition. 

The textbook, “Management of 
Printing Production,” presents for the 
first time the basic principles for ap- 
plying a scientific approach to produc- 
tion management in the printing in- 
dustry, PIA officials have said. The 
book is based, they added, on “funda- 
mental principles which have been de- 
veloped throughout American industry, 
yet is written in the language of the 
practical man in charge of printing 
and lithographing production.” 


Statistical Information 


THE Census Bureau’s perennial best 
seller, the “Statistical Abstract of the 
United States” (1952 edition), with 
more than 1,000 pages of statistical 
information covering hundreds of dif- 
ferent subjects on the industrial, so- 
cial, political and economic organiza- 
tion of the United States, may now 
be obtained at the U. S. Superintend- 
ent of Documents, Government Print- 


ing Office, Washington 25, D. C., or at 
field offices of the U. S. Department 
of Commerce. 

The new edition of the statistical 
book is designed to fulfill two func- 
tions: first, to serve as a convenient 
volume for statistical reference, and 
second, to serve as a guide to other 
statistical publications and _ sources. 
The source of each of the more than 
1,000 tables in the publication is given 
at the end of each table, and users of 
the data who want more detailed in- 
formation are guided to the proper 
agency or source from which it may 
be obtained.

Causes of Scumming 


by Henry A. Beechem 


The scumming of lithographic plates 
is perhaps the pressman’s greatest 
source of trouble. A great deal has 
been done by research toward elimi- 
nating many of the problems, but 
scumming still remains. For example, 
with the use of the new non-blinding 
lacquers the image portion of the plate 
is practically indestructible. Blinding 
of the image is something that used 
to take place. Scumming, however, is 
still with the offset pressman and re- 
search is being conducted to overcome 
it. 

When scumming occurs, the first 
step in the attempt to overcome it is 
to determine the cause. The scum may 
be evenly distributed over the entire 
plate, or it may occur in the form of 
streaks. When the scum is present 
over all of the plate, the cause may 
very well be one of faulty platemaking. 
Although streaks often occur, espe- 
cially in the halftone areas, this may 
also be due to faulty platemaking. 

Scumming often occurs when the 
film of sensitive coating on the plate 
is too thin. This may be due to the 
use of a coating solution which had 
been diluted too far, by rotating the 
whirler too rapidly, or it may be due 
to excessively high humidity. In each 
case, the film of coating is so thin that 
the peaks of the grain in the non- 
printing areas come in contact with 
the developing ink during platemak- 
ing. The result is that the entire plate 
will contain tiny points which have 
received ink and act as printing areas 
of the plate. 

Another cause of a similar type of 


scumming may be due to an overheated 
whirler. The plate becomes sufficiently 
hot to harden the layer of sensitive 
coating partially. An examination of 
the plate would indicate that the scum 
on an overheated plate would not be 
limited to the peaks of the grain, but 
would be present also in the valley 
portions of the plate. 

Improper etching of the plate after 
developing is another cause of scum- 
ming. It is important that the desen- 
sitizing etch be properly prepared and 
that it be applied correctly. 

Scumming on the press may occur 
as a result of improper operation of 
the press. One of these may be due 
to the fountain solution. The fountain 
solution may be too low in acid 
strength or it may be improperly dis- 
tributed. When the fountain solution 
is improperly distributed, some por- 
tions of the plate receive an insufficient 
amount of coverage of the solution and 
that area becomes ink receptive. The 
dampening rollers should be properly 
set, and they must be cleaned of grease 
spots that become attached to them. 

When the scum is in the form of 
streaks the cause may be due to worn 
gears, which may be of the cylinder 
or of one of the other members of the 
press. 

There are additional causes which 
predispose the plate to scumming. The 
booklet, “Offset Platemaking,” issued 
by LTF, lists sixteen distinct reasons 
for scumming of lithographic plates. 

During the past few years several 
treatments have been developed by 
LTF which greatly prevent the occur- 
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rence of scumming. One of these treat- 
ments is the pre-etching of the plate 
with a desensitizing etch containing 
carboxy methyl cellulose, and also by 
the final etching of the plate with the 
same etch. Another of these treatments 
is the post-Cronak treatment. The 
Cronak solution contains either am- 
monium bichromate, or sodium bi- 
chromate in conjunction with sulphu- 
ric acid. After the plate has been 
developed it is immersed in this solu- 
tion for only 30 seconds to one minute. 
The residual solution is then drained 
off the plate, and the plate is rinsed 
in running water. This is followed by 
an immediate etching of the plate. 

The recent development of the LTF 
is the Phosphate Post treatment. The 
solution for this treatment consists of 
aluminum sulphate, potassium nitrate, 
and ammonium dihydrogen phosphate. 
The use of this treatment is very sim- 
ple. After the plate has been devel- 
oped, the phosphate solution is poured 
on the plate and maintained for one 
minute. The solution is then drained 
from the plate and it is treated with 
a cellulose gum etch. 


Unified Arabic 


Nasri Khattar has designed a com- 
pact Arabic alphabet which is going to 
have far reaching effects in American 
printing plants in the near future. This 
new alphabet was designed for use on 
typecasting machines, typewriters, etc., 
and is likely to have a very significant 
effect on reaching some 300,000,000 
people in the Near and Middle East; 
there the Arabic script is in wide use, 
but the traditional script alphabet has 
been unsuitable for modern printing 
equipment. 

Up until the invention of this new 
modified alphabet it was impossible to 
use a point size smaller than 14; 24 
point and 14 point were the usual sizes 
required in books. With the Khattar 


alphabet it is possible to use 8 point 
with easy readability. The genius of 
this architect of the alphabet is that 
he took 450 printing characters and 
reduced them to 30. This was natural 
since the basic Arabic alphabet con- 
sists of but 30 characters. His chief 
contribution is that he standardized 
the shapes of the letters and reduced 
all variants to one highly legible form. 

The type designs are founded upon 
the original Arabic script characters 
which means that the new typefaces 
are perfectly readable by those fa- 
miliar with the Arabic script. This is 
an epoch-making contribution to the 
progress of civilization and culture, for 
it means that illiteracy can be greatly 
reduced, that books may be multiplied 
and made cheaper, that it will enable 
the United States to play an important 
educational role in the vital and tur- 
bulent Near East in these critical 
times. —David T. Armstrong

Carnegie Tech Graduates 
Assured Good Jobs 


With the establishment of a depart- 
ment of printing management in 1913, 
Carnegie Institute of Technology be- 
came the first in the world to offer 
a program of instruction leading to a 
Bachelor of Science degree in Print- 
ing. Since that time, more than 600 
men have been awarded degrees or 
certificates and more than 2,500 others 
have received special training in var- 
ious phases of the graphic arts in short 
term evening and summer courses.

time, materials and energy. He may 
never, after leaving Carnegie, do the 
actual planning and designing of print- 
ing jobs, but each student is given this 
type of background so that he can ef- 
fectively supervise the work of art di- 
rectors, artists, designers, photogra- 
phers, engravers and printing crafts- 
men.

Facts About Calendars 


S the clock ticks off the minutes 
and hours, so the calendar will 
record the days and months with un- 
failing regularity until the end of time. 
A day rarely passes that we do not 
glance at this infallible recorder that 
hangs on the wall or sits on our desk. 
We take the calendar without ques- 
tion. We never mistrust its accuracy 
or reliability. 

But the calendar that regulates our 
lives from birth to death was not al- 
ways the obedient servant it is today. 

Two hundred years ago, the Eng- 
lish speaking world received a jolt 
when people suddenly discovered Sep- 
tember 3 did not follow September 2. 

In fact, 11 whole days were dropped 
out of the calendar and the lives of 
those living in 1752. Folks who went 
to bed September 2, woke up on Sep- 
tember 14. Business and domestic life 
were utterly disrupted. 

This was just another growing pain 
of civilization. The British parliament 
decided the calendar must catch up 
with time and English people must get 
in step with the rest of the world. 

To explain this situation research 
men for Brown & Bigelow, St. Paul 
advertising specialties firm and pro- 
ducer of the bulk of the world’s cal- 
endars, is producing a booklet on the 
facts behind the calendar. 

Since the first cave man dug a chunk 


out of a handy tree with his axe to 
mark passage of a day, man has tried 
to keep accurate track of time. 

The unfailing operation of the solar 
system marks time in days, years and 
seasons. Anyone can whip up a cal- 
endar but if it doesn’t tally with the 
movements in the heavens, it will soon 
be way off the beam. 

As early as 3500 BC, the Sumerians 
came up with a calendar. It was use- 
ful but inaccurate. The Babylonians, 
too, worked out a chart for keeping 
dates. Their brain child also missed 
the boat. 

By sticking in extra days when the 
months ran short and even adding 
days wholesale to make the year come 
out right, these ancient folks kept 
their calendars up reasonably well. 

Julius Caesar dabbled with the cal- 
endar and instituted more reform to 
take care of errors in previous compu- 
tations. Finally, Pope Gregory had his 
scientists work out a new calendar in 
the 16th century with a margin of 
error that will lose but one day in 
3,000 years. 

This is the calendar the English 
world finally adopted in 1752. To do 
so, it had to drop 11 days because the 
Julian calendar in use over the cen- 
turies had lost that much actual time. 

The bare mechanics of time have 
been worked into beautiful creations 
since then. Advertising calendars be- 
gan to appear in America in the last 
century. They have now spread until

Complains re Mailing Wrappers 


One of GAM’s readers, who is em- 
ployed by the Post Office Department 
and who desires to remain anonymous, 
writes us that newspapers and publish- 
ers using the mails for the distribu- 
tion of their publications might well 
consider the advisability of organizing 
a testing laboratory to ascertain the 
best wrapper for what those in the 
Post Office Department and railway 
mail clerks call “single wrap.” 


This writer, in one of his letters, 
states that it is natural that publishers 
“want the cheapest they can get but 
some wrappers are so poor and stand 
so little ordinary handling in the mail 
that the senders must receive many 
complaints of lost issues. The reason 
is that the addresses are printed on 
the wrapper and if the wrapper is of 
poor quality, or the mucilage is poor, 
the sticker may come off, and, in 
clerk’s parlance, the newspaper be- 
comes a ‘nixie’ and becomes a loss to 
the subscriber and publisher.” 

He writes further that he recently 
had a sack of newspapers published in 
a city in Texas and that every issue 
had a cover so badly torn that every 
paper had to be tied with twine. 

This writer states that in his opinion 
“publishers could get some valuable 
aid in reports, advice and suggestions 
from Postal employees through their 
organizations.

Ink Rubs Off 


Q We are finding that our ink crys- 
- tallizes when used on high-finish 
cardboard. The ink then scuffs off very 
easily by the abrasion of one sheet 
against another. 

How would you overcome this?

A Some shops remedy the trouble 

e by applying a coating of wax 
over the printed surface. The wax 
lubricates the sheet and prevents the 
rubbing off of the ink. Unfortunately, 
this takes an extra operation but does 
prevent any rubbing off. 


Contact Angle?

» time ago referred to the “contact 
angle” of a solution on a lithographic 
plate. What is the meaning of the con- 
tact angle? L.T.T., New York 
A When a drop of water is placed 
e on a greasy surface, for example, 
the water will remain as a_ nicely 
rounded drop.

grained lithographic plate, the etch 
rolls off the plate in the form of drop- 
lets. A clean plate will allow the etch 
to flow evenly over the entire plate. 
This phenomenon is due to the surface 
energies existing between the surface 
of the solid and the fluid. When a 
liquid remains as a drop on the surface 
of a solid, the angle of the lens formed 
by the water with the surface of the 
solid can be accurately measured. This 
is called the contact angle, that is the 
angle of the lens against the surface 
of the solid. Instruments are available 
for measuring the angle of contact. 

The angle of contact is merely an- 
other term used to indicate the wet- 
tability of a solid. If the contact angle 
is zero, it means that the plate is 
completely wettable. If the contact 
angle is greater than 90 degrees the 
plate is difficult to wet. 


More About Crystallization 


Q In your answer to a dry offset 
» question you said that zinc will 
crystallize at high temperatures. May 
I take a page from the American Rifle- 
man in which Ralph E. Bauman, De- 
partment of Engineering, University 
of Cincinnati, states that practically 
all metals are normally in a crystalline 
state, and that the use of the term 
“crystallization” is a pet gripe of peo- 
ple in his profession. 
R. F. M., California 
A It is quite true that when an 
e absolutely pure metal changes 
from a molten to a solid state a proc- 
ess sometiines called “freezing” takes 
place. During the cooling procedure 
submicroscopic crystals form and grow 
until the metal is completely solidified. 
If the metal contains impurities, the 
impurities tend to separate and are de- 
posited between the spaces formed by 
the individual crystals. Under some 
conditions, for example, if the metal 
is cooled very slowly, the entire mass 
will solidify as a single crystal and in 
that case the metal is referred to as

non-crystalline or amorphous. In every 
case the slower the metal is cooled, 
the larger will be the individual crys- 
tals. The crystal size is also influenced 
by the different impurities which are 
present in the metal. 


The strength of the metal is greatly 
influenced by the nature and the size 
of the crystal, and the nature of the 
intercrystalline film. It does, therefore, 
indicate that overheating and improp- 
erly cooling zinc may and does have 
an adverse effect on the crystallization 
of the metal. 

When zinc is cast into slabs the 
metal assumes a crystalline form upon 
cooling. For making lithographic plates 
the cast metal is rolled into sheet 
form. The rolling operation has a ten- 
dency to compress the individual crys- 
tals and the metal becomes less brittle. 
Heating the rolled sheet would disturb 
the crystals and would make the metal 
less desirable for use as a lithographic 
plate. 

Photoengravers are well aware of 
the danger of overheating metal plates. 
It is feared that they would not take 
the advice of your reference and be- 
come careless by allowing their plates 
to overheat and become too brittle for 
use. They know that these metals lose 
strength by overheating. An authority 
on the subject, W. R. Ingalls, says that 
the tensile strength of zinc varies 
greatly, and that this variation de- 
pends on the mode of making the 
metal; and that the strength for that 
reason may vary from 2,700 to 17,700 
pounds per square inch. The same 
authority also stated that annealing, 
that is subjecting the metal to high 
heat, with subsequent cooling, for the 
purpose of softening and rendering it 
less brittle, is essentially a process of 
recrystallization.

Book on Ink and Paper 


“Ink and Paper in the Printing Proc- 
ess,” written by Dr. Andries Voet, has 
been published by Interscience Publishers 
Inc. Dr. Voet, director of Ink Research 
of J. M. Huber Corporation, is an inter- 
nationally recognized authority on print- 
ing inks. His new book concerns the 
physics and chemistry’ of ink, and its in- 
teraction with paper in printing processes. 
The 213-page volume is divided into two 
sections: Part I is devoted to “Ink and 
Press,” while Part II discusses “Ink and 
Paper.” 

Dr. Voet discovered the need for an 
up-to-date text on the interaction of ink 
and paper while delivering a lecture se- 
ries at New York University (1948-49). 
As a result, he has written this book for 
experienced graphic arts students who 
have a basic understanding of science. 

Dr. Andries Voet was born in Amster- 
dam, Netherlands, in 1907, and studied 


chemistry and physics at the University 
of Amsterdam. He received his doctorate 
in 1935, and during the following year 
studied colloid chemistry in the United 
States. He returned to the States in 1939, 
and in 1943 joined J. M. Huber Corpo- 
ration as director of Ink Research. 

Dr. Voet’s abilities have long been rec- 
ognized by our own and foreign govern- 
ments. In 1946 he was chosen by the 
United States Department of Commerce 
to study the ink industry of Germany. 
And in 1950 he was called into con- 
sultation on technological research prob- 
lems by the Government of Israel. He 
has also written more than 35 papers and 
patents on chemistry, physics and _print- 
ing ink technology.

“How to Recognize Type Faces” 


Books written by R. Randolph Karch, 
well-known educator and writer in the 
graphic arts field, always are constructive 
and very informative in content. This 
was true of his “Graphic Arts Proce- 
dures,” “How to Plan and Buy Printing,” 
“Printing and the Allied Trades,” and 
“250 Teaching Techniques.” It is espe- 
cially so of one of his two latest books, 
“How to Recognize Type Faces.” 

“How to Recognize Type Faces,” 
should be a godsend to everyone who 
works with type or who has to select 
and designate it in the planning of the 
printed product. 

The book seeks to make the identifica- 
tion of type faces a simple matter. To 
keep the searcher from having to go 
through many and cumbersome type 
specimen catalogs for a particular face, 
Mr. Karch has grouped 1,475 different 
type faces, in order of their likenesses, 
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between the covers of his 265-page book. 
According to the jacket of the book, this 
“is the only single publication where one 
can find ALL the type faces now sold in 
fonts or matrix form in the United 
States.” 

This book enables one to find a speci- 
men of any type face within a few min- 
utes; to recognize faces by comparison; 
to note similarities in type face design 
to note relative weights of faces; to note 
relative sizes, not as to point-size but as 
to lower case, height and width; to ascer- 
tain in what sizes type faces are available; 
to find the names of the manufacturers 
of particular type faces or matrices from 
which they are cast; and to note the de- 
sign of characters of type faces made 
only in small sizes reproduced in large 
size. More, the book gives helpful infor- 
mation about type face classification, fam- 
ilies of type, fonts of type, series of type, 
design as a factor in type size, type in 
mass, comparative “color” of type, and 
much else besides. 


A very interesting bit of information 
is contained in the pages showing how 
one, by studying the print of faces, may 
determine if a job is printed by letter- 
press, lithography or gravure. 

In collecting the material for this book, 
Mr. Karch undoubtedly did a Herculean 
job, but he should be happy in the knowl- 
edge that he has given the thousands who 
work with type a very handy and useful 
tool. 

The book is easily worth more than 
the $6.00 which the publisher, McKnight 
& McKnight Publishing Company, asks 
for it.

Many more persons, 
lesser known perhaps but just as ar- 
dent, responded wholeheartedly. The 
Atlanta Graphic Arts Library is now 
off to an enviable start. 

Although the purpose of this edi- 
torial is to inspire other graphic arts 
communities to do as Atlanta has done, 
many of our readers may get the im- 
pression that we are appealing to them 
to send books to the group in Georgia. 
GAM would be pleased if they did so 
because of the worthiness of the proj- 
ect and because of GAM’s high regard 
for one of the prime movers in Atlanta, 
namely Richard N. McArthur, printer, 
typographer and indefatigable worker 
to put printing everywhere on as high 
a plane as possible. 

There may be worthwhile graphic 
arts libraries elsewhere. We are mind- 
ful of the splendid one collected over 


a period of years by the late Henry 
Lewis Bullen for the American Type 
Founders and now housed at Columbia 
University through ATF’s generosity; 
and we know of the rapidly growing 
library of the Milwaukee-Racine Club 
of Printing House Craftsmen, encour- 
aged by Elmer G. Voigt, Ira Pilliard 
and other Craftsmen. But how many 
other libraries are there? 

Every community that has a live 
graphic arts group or association 
should have a library, even though a 
small one, that would be available to 
persons seeking to learn more about 
the history, the art and the mechanics 
re om branch in the graphic arts

ment of a printing enterprise. In con- 
sidering this subject, there are many 
excellent textbooks on the subject that 
might be read and used to advantage. 
After all, the printing industry is in 
competition for productive manpower 
fundamentally with other economic 
units, and if it is to maintain compe- 
tent personnel and derive the alleged 
benefits cited by the adoption of a 
pension plan, it will explore all aspects 
thereof. 

There is reason to believe that if 
your printing establishment sees these 
observations, it should be able to ex- 
pand and keep pace with the vigorous 
growth it has attained in solving labor 
relations problems. If this premise be 
correct, then this article might well 
have revealed some thought-provoking 
substance. 

No discussion of pension plans 
would be complete without some con- 
sideration of the text material avail- 
able to the management of printing 
establishments. In compiling the fol- 
lowing bibliography, no attempt has 
been made to cover all publications. 
Omissions are essential due to limita- 
tion of space. However, the following 
publications are considered good read- 
ing for immediate need or future ref- 
erence.

jointly within the industry, it will be 
solved by loss of work and loss of em- 
ployment through competition. 

In that part of makeready involving 
imposition and press position, experi- 
mentation and engineering develop- 
ment directed toward improved chase 
design, better dimensioning, and ther- 
ough planning are strongly recom- 
mended. Much of the work on this 
makeready component already has 
been done within the industry and 
the present problem resides chiefly 
with printing management. A willing- 
ness to invest in innovation, accom- 
panied by the patience to nurse a new 
development to completion, is all that 
is required for improvement here. 

Problems related to color and ink- 
ing often are more critical during run- 
ning than during makeready but they 
are interlocking nonetheless. Precise 
color control on press cannot yet be 
achieved practicably through instru- 
mentation but there are efforts under 
way to that end. In the meantime much

can be done with the instruments 
which are available and there is good 
ground for the belief that statistical 
quality control measures can be very 
fruitful. 

Good press impression is still at- 
tained throughout much of the com- 
mercial printing industry by the tradi- 
tional spot-up method, despite the ex- 
cellence of pre-makeready, height to 
paper, and other developments both 
here and abroad. Toward further prog- 
ress in this dominant part of the make- 
ready cycle it is proposed that a coop- 
erative research program be prepared, 
financed and launched. It is suggested 
that the first step in this investigation 
should be an operation analysis of 
makeready practices in the industry, 
with the two-fold objective of yielding 
practical economies through methods 
study, and charting the course for a 
program of fundamental research into 
the sciences underlying makeready. It 
is this last proposal, with all its impli- 
cations, that is the most important 
part of this report.

When 
a customer does order any printing, 
it again resorts to letters to acknowl- 
edge the order and to thank the cus- 
tomer for placing his printing in its 
hands. Very few printers, we find, 
make use of letters to sell printing. 
We wonder why. This seems like a 
good idea to us—more personal than, 
say, a blotter or a calendar.

Ave., Brooklyn 11, N. Y., has sent out 
to its customers and prospects a blotter, 
printed on green blotting stock in red, 
black and white ink. Here’s another 
idea that could have been improved 


by better execution. The red printed 
on the green blotter stock is more of 
a dead brown, and the white printed 
over the black is more of a gray. Even 
though the printing could have been 
improved, this blotter is quite effective 
as the almost white telephone number 
stands out quite well on the black 
background. 


Our file of printers’ samples is chock- 
full of Christmas blotters, cards, fold- 
ers, and other types of Christmas 
greetings. As you readers perhaps do 
not know, copy for this department is 
written one month before it appears 
here. Therefore, all of that Christmas 
material arriving in December came 
too late for review.

Printing of Halftones 
Q With the use of the wet direct- 


e contact photo-carbon tissue silk 
screen method, that of using a glass 
positive, emulsion side right-side up, 
both for exposing and as the tempo- 
rary support, we have been having 
perfect results in reproducing pen and 
ink line copy and pre-set type face ar- 
rangement. However, we have been 
experiencing difficulties in reproduc- 
ing halftones, although the glass posi- 
tives are produced from actual photo- 
graphs in our photoengraving depart- 
ment and are of best quality and work- 
manship. 

We have been experimenting with 
both 150, 133, and 100 line, using 16- 
silk, yet in either instance, and while 
we apparently seem to hold our dot 
formation upon the screen, we get a 
solid color mass instead of a gradation 
of dot tone even with the first print. 

What is suggested as this is impor- 
tant to us for a specific purpose which 
cannot be done by plates either by off- 
set or letterpress. A. T. P. Corp., Mich. 


A To begin with, it must be taken 
« into consideration that in print- 
ing halftones with silk screen there 
are certain restrictions and limitations, 
particularly in the size of the halftone 
dot itself. This should be confined to 
the line halftones used for newspaper 
work, that of 55-line, 60, and not over

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75-line, for most practical results, al- 
though an expert silk screen printer 
may be successful with a 90-line. 

Other factors which enter into the 
silk-screen printing of halftones are 
the proper kind of ink or paint which 
must be of a proper printing consist- 
ency and not too thin, preferably a 
crystal base type of color or an ink 
prepared especially for silk-screen half- 
tone printing which can be purchased 
from your silk-screen supply dealer. 

Under no circumstances should 
enamel colors be used because upon 
leveling off after printing, the dot for- 
mations become closed. This may not 
be the case during the actual time of 
printing unless an extremely coarse 
dot, such as from say 20- to 40-line, 
is employed. Lacquer screen process 
colors may be used, providing the ma- 
terial to be printed has first been pre- 
coated with cellulose lacquer in white 
or otherwise. This coating acts as a 
stop (lacquer to lacquer) and prevents 
leveling or spreading at time of print- 
ing. All halftone printing should be 
done by off-contact, and if papers are 
used they should be held down to the 
printing base top with a suitable stay- 
flat coating by vacuum or by other 
suitable means, as has been described 
previously in this column. Otherwise, 
if it be necessary to peel the paper 
free from the screen after the impres- 
sion has been made with the squee- 
gee, smudging of the dots may be the 
result. Loose silk which has not been 
tightly stretched prior to making the 
photo halftone transfer may also cause 
dot smudging. 


Last but not least, in silk-screen 
halftone printing, the squeegee blade 
printing edge must be sharp at all 
times and not allowed to become 
round. For a perfect drag, no doubt 
pure gum rubber blades are best. Be- 
ing of pure rubber they contain no 
inerts unlike the rubber compositions 
contained in the customary squeegee

Matrix Lugs Slightly Sheared 


Q We have a Model G4 Intertype, 
e new two years ago, which has 
developed a tendency to wear mats, 
and this has us stumped for a reason. 
Our machine is a mixer, equipped with 
quadder, and universal and 1-3 position 
molds. You will note from the enclosed 
sample mat that the front toe is 
“polished” off on the top, thus causing 
misalignment of matrices. The matrix 
gauge will show this wear to amount 
to some several thousandths of an inch. 

Our machine has been checked by 
company service men and competent 
machinists from time to time, and all 
adjustments are correct. No undue 
wear on any parts. First elevator seats 
on vice cap firmly and has proper 
“upstroke” of 10/1000. Mold disk has 
“travel” of 10/1000. Quadder works as 
it should. 

This mat wear has the appearance 
of shearing by the advance of the 
mold, but tests do not indicate any- 
thing out of adjustment. We are pretty 
certain that the machine is operating 
in all respects as it should, but this 
mat wear is a big headache.

to look for the trouble, namely the 
down stroke of the first elevator and 
the forward thrust of the disk. 

If the vise automatic is misadjusted 
and the first elevator occasionally fails 
to seat, as in case of a tight line, the 
matrices could be damaged. 

Check the mold disk support screw. 
Set it up to touch the mold disk guide 
lightly when the disk is forward. 

The jaw guard on the vise should 
rest close to the right-hand end of the 
back jaw when the elevator is seated. 

It is possible, and this appears most 
likely, that the elevator jaws are too 
far apart, that the back jaw is dam- 
aged, or that the duplex rail does not 
protrude to a point flush with the first 
elevator front jaw adjusting bar. A 
damaged duplex rail will cause the 
trouble. 


Poor Slug Face, Cracked Crucible 


I have a Model No. 1 Linotype, 
e 2 line, that is in very good me- 
chanical condition and runs very 
smooth and the parts are not worn. 
My trouble is with the slug face. Some- 
times the face comes out okay and 
sometimes the face comes out messed 
up. Not only does it come out on the 
type but also between the type where 
the spacebands wedge between and 
can see that it may be in the metal, 
but I have used flux in the metal pot 
and also turned up the heat thinking 
that it was due to the pot not being 
heated enough or that the mouth of 
the pot wasn’t heated but I still have 
the same trouble. The slug looks as 
if it may be cold but the heat has 
been turned up to 550. I have a gas- 
heated pot. I am wondering if it also 
needs another pipe leading to the 
mouth where it is heated. There is only 
one 14” gas pipe leading to the mouth 
where it is heated. Could this situa- 
tion be due to the mouth of the pot 
alone?

is slightly cracked under where the 
blaze is. Could that have anything to 
do with it? When first heated, very 
little metal comes out of the bottom 
but after the metal has been melted 
in the pot, the pot doesn’t leak. The 
leak in or the crack is about 4%” long. 
Can this pot be welded? H. W., Ohio 


You should have sent slugs. My 

« replies are guesses at best, but 

specimens frequently help in a diag- 
nosis. 

My first thought was that you have 
an occasional slug with a poor face—a 
pitted, imperfect face. This is some- 
times the result of a wire that has 
been pushed through a mouthpiece 
hole and the wire occasionally floats 
up behind the mouthpiece holes to 
block them off. 

Upon second reading, however, I 
have decided that you are getting pro- 
nounced hairlines that actually punch 
through the proof paper. This is caused 
by a poor lock-up of mold to mats in 
cases where the first forward thrust 
of the disk presses the mold against 
the mats, or the first elevator down 
stroke too short, or damaged first ele- 
vator jaws or duplex rail, or a screw 
protruding from mold or elevator front 
jaw. Look also at the plate under the 
duplex rail. There may be a loose 
screw. Any of the foregoing items will 
prevent a free spread of the line dur- 
ing justification. Even dirty mold, ele- 
vator jaws and spaceband wedges will 
interfere with free spread of the line. 

While all of the foregoing is impor- 
tant, I am inclined to believe that, 
in this particular case, the pump stop 
is misadjusted and loose lines are cast- 
ing. To test, press your thumb against 
the right-hand vise jaw and observe 
the distance the pump stop lever is 
pushed from under the lug on the 
pump lever. Adjust by the screw at 
the right of the vise jaw for a one 
thirty-second inch clearance.

When Locking Forms 


Q What is the best way to lock 
e forms for press and obviate the 
springy hollow sound when planing? 


C. B. C., Oregon 


A Presumably you mean a form 
e locked with wood furniture. This 
is the usual method, although metal 
is more accurate. When locking form, 
use a 6-pica piece at right side and 
bottom, between quoins and the form. 
This is wide enough not to bend and 
narrow enough not to spring or push 
up. Check your furniture for true-ness. 
If much used and warped, replace it 
or buy new yard lengths of 10 picas 
and cut down your present pieces: 
10 to 8, 8 to 6, etc. When locking, hold 
your finger firmly on the piece next 
to form to keep it flat on stone. After 
gently planing, lock lightly at right 
and a little more firmly at bottom. 
Unlock at sides and bottom, plane 
again and then lock tight all-around 
progressively. You'll find, if furniture 
is true and held down with the free 
hand, springiness will be prevented 
and there’ll be no undue wear of type. 

In locking larger forms (8, 16, 32 or 
other multiples of pages) the coffin 
form is probably best for accurate reg- 
ister in work-and-turn or back-up 
forms. (Registering can be done on 
the stone rather than on the press 
bed.) Overwhelming preference is to

Re Non-distribution Systems 


Q I am in charge of a medium-size 
e plant (about 10 compositors and 
two apprentices). Distribution is a 
costly item, as we have no “non-distri- 
bution” system. L. M. T., lowa 


A “Non-distribution” systems, un- 
less rigidly adhered to, can also 
be a headache. 

If you put one man and/or a sec- 
ond one (part-time) steadily replenish- 
ing cases, rather than waiting for slack 
periods, you'll be money ahead in your 
operation. Have plenty of sorts, quads 
and “white space” material; they’re 
still less costly than scarce present-day 
manpower. Have a space, metal, slug 
and brass lead case in every alley. 
Have a “break-up” stone or bank out 
of the way, where forms can be dis- 
assembled. Then place all display lines 
on galleys destined for the respective 
alleys where these series are located, 
and dispose of slug or Mono body 
copy, as well as white space, at the 
“break-up.” This will save miles of 
footsteps in a few days, because all 
distribution can be done in a confined 
area from the aforesaid display matter 
galleys. 

Work bank should be above back 
sides of cabinets, with front end of 
next row to back of workman. This

Four-color Newspaper Printing 


Q Is it essential to bake stereotype 
e mats under heat and pressure to 
obtain close color register? 
T. H., Pennsylvania 
A It is, of course, advisable to bake 
e color printing mats over forms 
under heat and pressure, but it is not 
essential for register accuracy. 

Despite the progress made in color 
printing machinery and developments 
of color register techniques in news- 
paper printing, there are several very 
weak stages in the process that can 
cause register failure. The baked mat 
eliminates some of the risk with all 
three weak spots due to uneven mois- 
ture resulting in faulty dimension at 
the casting stage. (1) Using wet paper 
felt supporting the blank spaces; (2) 
errors in drying and forming opera- 
tions; and (3) failure to protect im- 
printed dimensions in the mat. 

There are authorities who feel that 
accurate four-color register of stereo- 
type plates calls for leaving all the 
dead metal on pattern plates, or 
supporting the spaces automatically 
with the use of the Charlie Fritsche 
process. Where the control of drying 
and forming stereotype mats exists 
which does not interfere with im- 
printed dimension contrary to normal 
uniform shrinkage change, four-color 
register accuracy can be maintained 
without baking the mat. However, bak- 
ing reduces the risk considerably. Reg- 
ister accuracy requires that once the 
stereotype color molds are snuff dried,

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they must be protected against mois- 
ture. Moisture entering stereotype mats 
after the chemical change in mat for- 
mation has taken place does not react 
the same as moisture in green paper. 
The added water frequently, if not 
always, alters the dimensions of the 
printing surfaces without chance for 
a complete return to previous dimen- 
sions. The degree of dimensional 
change is influenced greatly by time 
and humidity exposure. Here again, 
the baked mat has more resist to un- 
even dimensional changes through fail- 
ure to protect the imprinted matrix 
paper from moisture, but exposure is 
a risk with baked or cold molded mats. 
In fact, this apparently is a very com- 
mon risk inasmuch as there are some 
newspapers that have not accepted the 
value of protecting color mats against 
moisture. Fortunately, many stereotype 
operations include an electric light 
bulb in the mat rack even for black 
mats. All that is needed is to keep the 
temperature of color mats above room 
temperature so as to prevent any air- 
water to work itself into the dried- 
formed stereotype mat. So far as it is 
known to the writer, a color set of 
mats may be kept “green,” undried, 
so long as it is not allowed to air-dry 
without risk between the molding and 
snuffdry-forming operations. 

Color stereotype mats made in com- 
mercial matrix houses can be exposed 
to permanent dimensional change of 
their printing faces. Baked color mats 
are valuable for the added resist to 
moisture exposure among commercial 
color mats shipments. Nevertheless, 
the commercial mat house color mat 
shipment needs to be adequately pro- 
tected to insure register accuracy. In- 
serting the baked color molds into a 
polyethylene bag, and sealed with hot 
iron, will protect the printing dimen- 
sions of color mats. Cold-molded color 
mats shipped from commercial houses 
may be sent “green” in moisture-proof 
wrappers.

Roller Streak 


Enclosed is a sample of printed 
e matter which has given us quite 
a bit of trouble with the streak you 
see a half-inch from the center fold. 
It was run on a Miller Major, with 
rubber rollers; sheet size 17%x22. 
The cuts were type-high. We tried 
it with 2 form rollers, 2 distributor 
rollers, then 3 form rollers and all the 
distributor in. We finally ran the 30,- 
000 impressions with 1 form and 2 dis- 
tributors with the streak as per sam- 
ple. Also, we tried different settings 
on rollers but nothing seemed to im- 
prove it. The ink was Halftone Blue. 
H. W., Pennsylvania 


A This is a roller mark caused by 
« the stop of the rollers when the 
bed motion is reversed. I see no rea- 
son why a press that size should per- 
form in this manner on a sheet as 
small as you ran. 

The following are some of the things 
that might cause this roller streak: 1. 
Too much play in the vibrator causing 
a slight accumulation of ink on form 
roller when reverse is being made so 
that streak is deposited on printing 
plate before the vibrator has a chance 
to wipe out the streak on return stroke. 
2. Form rollers too hard, not having 
the resiliency on the reverse. 3. Ink 
too soft which permits a bead to form 
on the reverse.

At least one soft, resilient form roller, 
preferably the last one to leave the 
form. A slight difference in the form 
roller, size yy to %. A heavier bodied 
ink without the tack that would pick. 

In the use of one roller, which one 
did you use? The No. 3 would have 
been the best—it would give ithe vibra- 
tor more chance to wipe out the streak 
before it hit the form. 


Adjusting Platen Screws 


Q What is the best rule and prac- 
e tice regarding the continual ad- 
justment of the platen screws in order 
to accommodate the 1444x22 press to 
heavy and light stock. 

For the first time in our history we 
have a pressman who contends that 
that was accepted practice in the shop 
in which he worked. We in turn have 
been told that once the screws are 
adjusted to leave them that way and 
to build up the platen with paper 
packing as the case may be. 

A. D. J., Illinois 


A There can be no set policy in re- 
e gard to the setting of the platens. 
If your forms have pretty much the 
same value as the impression, and 
there is not too great a difference of 
thickness of stock, one setting will last 
a long time. However, when it comes 
to printing heavy forms, it is best to 
move the screws to keep from having 
to pack your platen until it becomes 
spongy. 

One accepted rule is to use only the 
top screws on light and heavy forms, 
such as letterheads, which require lit- 
tle impression on the bottom. Releas- 
ing the top screws will take care of it. 
Your letter specified light and heavy 
stock. Your heavy stock acts as pack- 
ing, and light stock requires the differ- 
ence between the thickness of stock 
which can be taken care of by pack- 
ing. But where the form is of solid 
proportions, instead of adding excess 
packing it is better to move your

screws than add packing which will 
give you a spongy printing surface and 
might give you a slur on your type. 
Why not judge by production re- 
sults? This is a question of judgment. 


Printing Forms Larger 
Than Press 


Q We have a No. 4-2R Miehle 
e 25x38 cylinder press. We under- 
stand that these presses can be con- 
verted to print a form as large as 
34x41 or 42. Would you please ex- 
plain how this is done? The present 
bed size is 29x40%4. D. H., Idaho 


You have been misinformed. You 

e can print only the size of the 

printing surface of your cylinder so 
far as printing is concerned. 

You can, however, get a wider sheet 
by using narrow bed bearers, and with 
an extension gripper. The depth de- 
pends on delivery and moving your 
cylinder ahead a tooth or two on your 
gear side. In a newer type press you 
have holes in which you can move the 
cylinder ahead. That will mean a 
change in your dead line, the amount 
you have moved your cylinder ahead. 


Are Your Rollers Water-logged? 


Every year about this time | 
start having ink trouble, par- 
ticularly black. At times it reaches the 
proportions where I am compelled to 
cease printing for a couple of days. 
The ink seems to take on a greasy 
quality and when in that condition 
will not lay on any of the different 
stocks I have tried; neither does vary- 
ing the impression alter the condition. 
This may go on for a few days and 
then suddenly cease, only to begin a 
few days later. When the ink is in this 
state the only way I can get around it 
until is clears up is to put a slow dry- 
ing ink on the press and let it sit 
overnight for use the next day. As soon 
as this trouble begins I generally go

Stuck Together 
Q One of our numbering machines 


*operates correctly on one job 
without making a mistake, but when 
placed in another job, makes errors 
in numbering. On the first run, we 
had 5,000 impressions, and on the sec- 
ond job, we couldn’t run more than 
two sheets correctly. The first two 
wheels moved at the same time. W hat, 
in your opinion, causes this sudden 
change? P. S., Texas 


A From your description as to the 
action of the first two wheels I 
am inclined to believe that the tens 
wheel was stuck to the unit wheel 
with dried-up ink. This happens occa- 
sionally if the numbering machines 
are not thoroughly cleaned with a 


brush, so that the ink between the 
wheels is dissolved. Sometimes the ink 
will dry so hard that it is impossible 
to pry the wheels apart, unless the 
entire machine is taken apart. 


Skipping Numbers 


Q I would appreciate if you would 
* tell me what causes my six-wheel 
forward numbering machine to work 
OK from 1 to 209 and then print 310 
instead of 210; then OK up to 509 
and then print 610 instead of 510. 
May I also express my sincere grati- 
tude for your wonderful magazine.

have only a small shop and no back- 
ground in printing, but your magazine 
is so helpful I wish it were a weekly 
instead of a monthly edition.

A The above question is one that 
* seems to concern many printers, 
judging from the number of letters | 
receive. The reason that the machine 
will skip from 209 to 310 is primarily 
because of a worn actuating pawl. It 
is also true that it might not always 
skip to 310 every time you set the 
machine on 209. The reason for this 
is that the pawl just barely catches 
on the third wheel. Sometimes the 
pawl will pass up the ratchet and at 
times it will make contact. The same 
situation will occur on the other wheels 
if the pawl has excess wear on its 
teeth. 

There is nothing that can be done 
about this, but to change the pawl. A 
machine of this kind could possibly 
number half the job correctly and 
then mess up the other half—you are 
never sure when that wrong wheel will 
turn up. 


Making a Repeat-five Machine 


Q I received a job in our plant the 
« other day which requires the 
numbers to repeat five times on five 
sheets and then on the next number 
five more times, etc. Do I have to get 
a special machine for this operation, 
or can some trick or idea be suggested 
to do the same work? I want to com- 
mend you on a very instructive column 
which you write.

adjust a machine to repeat five num- 
bers by inserting a repeat five-wheel 
in the place of a unit wheel. This 
wheel does not have figures engraved 
around the circumference of the wheel. 
All it has is deep slots. If you cannot 
get a repeat five wheel, then take a 
skip two wheel and rout off the fig- 
ures, but be very careful not to touch 
the ratchet on the sides of the wheel 
when grinding. 

After the routing is done, you will 
have a wheel, with two deep slots, 
which is inserted into the machine in 
place of the unit wheel. The actuating 
pawl will turn the repeat wheel on 
each impression, but there will not be 
any action until the actuating pawl 
strikes one of the deep slots. At this 
point the second tooth of the pawl 
will raise the second wheel one num- 
ber up and repeat five more times on 
that number before the pawl comes 
to the second deep slot. You see it is 
the second wheel now that acts as the 
unit wheel. 


Making Machine Inactive 


Q I have read an article in one of 
e the current printing magazines 
in reference to making a numbering 
machine inactive while taking proofs. 
The writer of the article mentioned 
that the numbering machine should be 
drilled at the plunger side of the ma- 
chine and a rod inserted in the open- 
ing, so that the (NO) plunger becomes 
type-high, with the figures of the ma: 
chine so that all proofs will print No. 
000000. Do you think this is practi- 
cal? I remember you advising removal 
of the lever, if a machine is to be in- 
active. Please advise.

A I have read the article you refer 
e to and do not advise doing some- 
thing that can be done in a much 
easier way. All you have to do is re- 
move the lever and the machine be- 
comes inactive. Or, remove the plunger 
spring.

Use Slugs to “Plug” Casts 


I note the difficulty some of the boys 
are having with mitering of type-high 
casts, particularly in getting the “plug” 
out after the cast is cooled. 

It is easy to get rid of practically 
all of this trouble, simply by using 
Linotype slugs to make the plug. They 
can be cut to the required length in 
a very short time. Then wrap the slugs 
in gummed tape and either lay on the 
cast or stick with Scotch tape as you 
prefer.

If the miter is“in a “tight” spot, 
however, it is best to use blank slugs 
and stick the package of slugs to the 
mat. 

Anyway, there is seldom any trouble 
at all in getting this kind of a plug 
out of a type-high cast, and they are 
also so easy to prepare.

Corrections in Chase 


A strip of pad-board, cut to %4 inch 
high, placed against the end of lines 
(right hand side) of hand composition, 
will give that extra squeeze to loose 
lines. This trick comes in very handy 
when making corrections in the chase, 
instead of pulling the entire line out 
into the stick for spacing out. 

The strip of pad-board can be cut 
into the length of stock at hand, and 
torn to fit up against the side of com- 
position as outlined above.

First an ad is made up to the re- 
quired size in a galley. Hold the type 
tight in the galley with the left hand, 
and with the right hand inscribe with 
a make-up rule a sharp line on the 
galley at the bottom of the ad. This 
line is the gauge. Printers using this 
method will find that it speeds up 
make-up of ads of this nature.

tubes. If they rest too close to the 
crucible throat they will not burn. See 
that the pot mouth burner deflecting 
plate, F-608, is in place under the 
mouthpiece to shut off the draft that 
tends to flow up along the crucible. 
Avoid other drafts past the metal pot, 
and see that the asbestos packing 
around the mouthpiece has not broken 
away. 

To test the mouthpiece heat, hold a 
thin slug firmly against the mouth- 
piece, using a screwdriver. It should 
start to melt in about 30 seconds. 

The crack in the crucible is com- 
mon. It was caused by heating the 
metal too rapidly. We have heard of 
welding cracked crucibles but it has 
not always worked out for the best. 
A better way is to exchange crucibles 
and plungers with one of the supply 
houses.

through my stock of inks but the con- 
dition remains basically the same 
throughout. 

I believe this to be strictly a cold- 
weather condition. Other printers I 
have asked about this do not have the 
problem although they do talk about 
“cold weather” inks for best results. 
I have winter rollers on my press now 
and expansion trucks but altering the 
impression of the rollers to the type 
doesn’t seem to help. The greatest 
variable I have between my shop and 
other printers’ is the temperature, as 
I keep the place heated only while 
working. However, the same ink con- 
dition has arisen on weekends when 
the shop has been thoroughly heated 
for two days. There have been other 
times when I have brought the tem- 
perature from below freezing levels in 
a couple hours and havent encoun- 
tered a bit of trouble. 

I will be greatly indebted to you if 
you can offer any suggestions as to op- 
eration or recommend inks designed to 
offset this problem. Should you require 
additional information to help you ana- 
lyze this problem I shall be happy to 
furnish it. T. H., New York 
A There are several possible causes 

e for your trouble. However, I 
think the most logical cause is water- 
logged rollers. In other words, your 
winter rollers might have picked up 
enough moisture to be water-logged, 
and as you know, ink and water will 
not mix. Water-logged rollers will not 
transfer ink to the type. Use alum or 
magnesia to coat the roller and your 
trouble might be eliminated. When the 
winter rollers come in you should coat 
them with oil to prevent picking up 
moisture before your heat comes on.

Printing Week in Milwaukee 


Too many people fail in their relations 
with fellow workers because they accept 
rumors too quickly instead of seeking out 
the facts, representatives of Milwaukee's 
graphic arts and advertising organizations 
were told at the 1953 Printing Week ban- 
quet, January 15. 

Claude V. McBroom (director of man- 
ufacturing of the Meredith Publishing 
Company) addressed about 500 members 
of the graphic arts industry at the climax 
of a week long observance. 

Milwaukee’s 1953 Printing Week was 
sponsored by the Milwaukee-Racine Club 
of Printing House Craftsmen, with the 
assistance of 10 other graphic arts and 
advertising organizations, representing 
Milwaukee's third ranking industry. Rob- 
ert Konsin (Western Printing and Litho- 
graphing Co., and president of the Crafts- 
men’s club) pointed out that the printing 
industry in Milwaukee is surpassed only 
by machinery and food processing. 

The organizations which participated 
in celebrating the observance included: 
Direct Mail Advertisers, Graphic Arts As- 
sociation, Graphic Arts and Advertising 
Guild, Graphic Arts Young Executives, 
Litho Club, Mail Advertising Service As- 
sociation, Milwaukee Advertising Club, 


Milwaukee Industrial Marketing Associa- 
tion, Screen Process Printing Association, 
Women’s Advertising Club and the Mil- 
waukee-Racine Club of Printing House 
Craftsmen. 

Mayor Frank Zeidler, who was once a 
printer’s devil, told the diners, that “un- 
fortunately, the graphic arts and printing 
trade are not recognized for their impor- 
tance to this city. I think that’s because 
you're too modest. You're always selling 
someone else’s product.” 

General chairman of printing week, 
E. E. Radloff (C. B. Henschel Co.), told 
the group that the printing industry in 
Milwaukee included over 500 establish- 
ments which paid 40 million dollars in 
wages annually and totaled 85 million 
dollars worth of business each year. 

In a 30-minute TV show conducted 
by Bob Heiss, WTMJ-TV, Ira Pilliard, 
the Wisconsin-Illinois craftsman of the 
year, presented a demonstration of man- 
ual typesetting and letterpress printing. 
Mr. Pilliard is associated with the Mil- 
waukee Vocational School. 

During the week, graphic arts repre- 
sentatives spoke at several civic dinners, 
telling the story of printing in Milwau- 
kee. The Milwaukee slogan, “Printing 
Tells the Story,” also introduced five 
radio interview and panel discussion 
shows. 


Printing Week in Detroit 


Detroit went all out this year to cele- 
brate Printing Week. Sponsored by the 
Detroit Club of Printing House Crafts- 
men, the Litho Club, the Graphic Arts 
Guild, and the Supplymen’s Guild, a 
mammoth exhibit of printing was held 
at the Veterans’ Memorial Building from 
January 12 through January 15. One of 
the finest displays ever exhibited showed 
every type of printing done in the greater 
Detroit area. 

Under the direction of general co-chair- 
man Robert Knox, past-president of the

Major Injury Source 


Accidents resulting from the mishan- 
dling of objects and materials produce 
the greatest number of lost-time injuries 
in the printing industry. 

A study by safety engineers for Lum- 
bermen’s Mutual Casualty Company, a 
member of the Kemper insurance group, 
shows that 32.6 per cent—almost one- 
third—of the lost-time injuries can be 
attributed directly to mishandling. 

Other causes which rank high on the 
list of injury producers are mishaps in- 
volving machinery, accounting for 16.2 
per cent of the injuries, and falls, which 
are responsible for 15.8 per cent of the 
total. 

W. Dean Keefer, director of safety 
engineering for Lumbermen’s and other 
companies in the Kemper group, said the 
study was based on more than 500 typi- 
cal accidents in the printing industry— 
each accident serious enough to fall un- 
der workmen’s compensation. 


Keefer cited 
breakdown: 

Mishandling Objects and Materials, 
32.6 Per Cent. Skids and scows, 6.8 per 
cent. Strains, improper lifting, 6.6 per 
cent. Rollers, 5.4 per cent. Hand tools, 
5.4 per cent. Hand trucks, 4.6 per cent. 
All others, 3.8 per cent. 

Machinery, 16.2 Per Cent. Setting up 
and washing presses, 5.8 per cent. Clean- 
ing and adjusting while machinery in 
motion, 5.2 per cent. All others, 5.3. per 
cent. 

Falls, 15.8 Per Cent. From presses, 4.4 
per cent. Ladders and stairs, 2.8 per cent. 
On slippery surfaces, 8.6 per cent. 

Foreign Body in Eye (serious enough 
to cause loss of work), 8 Per Cent. 

Bumping Into Objects, 5.6 Per Cent. 

Struck by Falling or Dropped Objects, 
5 Per Cent. 

Dermatitis, 3.4 Per Cent. 

Miscellaneous, 13.4 Per Cent. 


Mr. Keefer said that accidents cannot 
be explained away by the word “‘careless- 
ness” alone. 

“Blaming carelessness makes a_ nice 
cover up for the real reasons, but it does 
not correct any unsafe conditions nor save 
any lives,” the engineer asserted.

dents—unsafe conditions and unsafe acts 
—-and eliminating them. 

Mr. Keefer pointed out that the cost 
of industrial accidents has increased sub- 
stantially over the past 10 years and that 
this cost adds needlessly to the expense 
of doing business. 

The direct cost for medical expenses 
and compensation to the injured work- 
ers is only a part of the total cost. The 
total cost, including hidden costs, often 
is four or five times the direct cost, Mr. 
Keefer asserted. 

Correcting unsafe environmental con- 
ditions is the easier part of the safety 
task. Teaching workers the proper atti- 
tudes so they will practice safety on their 
own is the more difficult for workers 
tend to minimize their job hazards. 

Even though safeguards are applied 
and the hazards are pointed out initially, 
it is essential that management maintain 
a continuous and active safety program.

About 50 per cent of the paper 
and paperboard industry depends upon 
wastepaper as its principal source of raw 
material. Nine million tons of waste pa- 
per were consumed in 1951, the pulp- 
wood equivalent of 15 to 18 million cords 
of wood.

New Braille Machine 

A machine which will revolutionize 
the production of Braille printing has 
been shown at a Braille Centenary Ex- 
hibition, recently held in London. 

As is fairly well known, Braille is at 
present produced on fairly thick Manilla, 
the dots being embossed. By the new 
“solid-dot” process, a plastic material 1s 
deposited on a thin kraft. The use of the 
thinner paper (35 grammes against a 
Manilla of 135 to 190 grammes per 
square metre) will in itself make for less 
costly volumes and, above all, will reduce 


considerably the bulk of Braille books. 

The first stage in the new process is to 
produce a master sheet in the old em- 
bossed fashion. From this master, stencils 
are made automatically by means of a 
scanning equipment, using the principles 
of phase modulation. Briefly, the stencils 
are made by means of small probe an- 
tennae. When these antennae “sense” an 
embossed dot, electrical impulses actuate 
the appropriate punches, which are forced 
through the stencil. At the moment, sten- 
cils are of zinc, but experiments are be- 
ing made with a plastic. 

The actual printing machine includes 
two hollow drums, on each of which two 
prepared stencils are mounted, printing 
two sheets on both sides. Inside the 
drums, facing each other, are two “‘peri- 
printers” and underneath are ink pick-up 
rollers, which revolve in printing ink 
troughs. On the upper part of the peri- . 
printers are doctor rollers which remove 
surplus ink. These rollers run in the 
opposite direction to the periprinters. Sur- 
plus ink on the rollers is removed by a 
scraper blade. The periprinter is a roller, 
32 cm. diameter, with a resilient cover- 
ing of rubber, having a number of 
grooves cut across the length at an angle 
of 3 degrees. The angle of the grooves 
of one periprinter crosses the angle of the 
grooves on the other in such a way that 
there is always positive pressure between 
them. The printing ink, after being doc- 
tored from the surface of the periprinter, 
remains in the grooves. 

The ratio of speed of rotation between

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che periprinters and the drums is 25 to 1, 
and it is thought that with later adjust- 
ments it will be possible to run the drums 
at between 4,000 to 5,000 revolutions 
per hour. The periprinters are under 
pressure when printing, and as the outer 
cover is of rubber, slight deformation 
takes place, which exerts a pumping and 
wiping action. This combined action 
forces the ink through the stencils and 
deposits it on the paper. 


The ink used in the formation of the 
dots is a major development and consists 
of a urea-formaldehyde water-based 
syrup, which by the action of plasticisers, 
fillers, lubricating and swelling agents 
give an ink which can be printed at 
speed and which after hardening has 
good adhesion and strength, together 
with a smooth surface. 

Before leaving the machine the printed 
paper passes through a heating element, 
which includes two electrodes. As the 
paper with the applied dots passes be- 
tween the piates, the rapid changes in the 


surrounding field causes agitation in the 
molecules of the ink and they become 
heated by molecular friction, the moisture 
being driven out. An accelerator is used 
with the ink which during the heat hard- 
ening process of the ink evolves a small 
quantity of acid. The acid starts a chain 
reaction which, together with the heat, 
hardens the dots completely in a few 
seconds. 

with the Braille Cen- 
tenary a fund has been inaugurated by 
the three major blind welfare societies in 
Great Britain appealing for £120,000 (ap- 
proximately 336,000 dollars). This ap- 
peal which has been endorsed by the 
President of the British Federation of 
Master Printers, Mr. F. Russell Baylis, 
will, it is hoped, provide means for en- 
larging the Braille printing factory and 
installing a battery of the new “‘solid- 
dot” machines.

Morton E. Knapp (Superior Printing 
Ink Co., New York), president of the 
National Association of Printing Ink 
Makers, said inks represent only about 
2% of the printing produced in the 
United States, cost-wise, but the 2% can 
make the difference between a good job 
and a bad one.

Intaglio Crafts Meeting 

It is always better to use identical inks 
for proving and press runs in the In- 
taglio Process, Dr. Walter W. Mock 
(supervisor of the Research Laboratory, 
In-Tag Division, Interchemical Corpora- 
tion) told members of the Intaglio Crafts 
Club January 21 at a meeting in the Poor 
Richard Club, Philadelphia. 

“There has been some question,” Dr. 
Mock said, “as to whether or not there 
should be physical differences in the inks 
used in proving and on the press run. 
I am of the opinion that it is always 
better to use identical inks for proving 
and press runs—altering the other fac- 
tors such as the cylinders—in order to 
match proving and press runs.” 

Dr. Mock went into details on the 
properties of roto inks, comparing them 
in composition and characteristics with 
inks used in lithography and in type 
printing. He explained the drying proc- 
esses involved with printing inks, point- 
ing out that evaporation is the principal 
method of drying in gravure, while inks 
used in the other processes dry through 
oxidation and polymerization, etc. 

He described all the components in 
gravure inks such as the pigments, var- 
nishes, extenders, etc. and went into de- 
tail about the functions of each of them. 

Dr. Mock was assisted in his lecture 
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by Andrew Bielenda, an Interchemical 


chemist, who set up a complete labora- | 


tory table for demonstrations. 
Dr. Mock traced the history of the 


Intaglio Process. He said it began as | 
far back as 1452, when a goldsmith in | 


Florence, Italy, developed a process of 
rubbing black paste into engraved jew- 
elry, wiping the jewelry clean and then 


making a print of the engraving by plac- 


ing it in contact with paper. 


This print was used as a guide for | 


correction of the engravings. Dr. Mock 
also touched upon the developments such 
as the introduction of the halftone screen 
by Joseph Swan in 1865; the first use of 


a printing cylinder by Klic—who was | 


one of the founders of the Rembrandt 
Company in Lancaster, England, prob- 


ably the first company to put gravure on | 


a commercial basis. 


Preston W. Foote (chief, Production | 


Planning Department, Gravure Division, 
Triangle Publications), president of the 
club, presided at the meeting. Fourteen 
new members of the newly-established 
club, were accepted by the board of gov- 
ernors. 

Mr. Foote presented Dr. Mock with a 
miniature etched gravure cylinder 
mounted on a plexiglass base. The cylin- 
der was suitably inscribed as a memento 
to Dr. Mock for sharing his knowledge 
with the members of the Intaglio Crafts 
Club.
